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Mike Chamberlain (Kaw) was the big 
winner at the fourth round of the GFI 
Winter MX Series, held at Perris Race- 
way in Perris, California, February 13. 
Chamberlain swept the 125 and 250cc 
Pro classes, while Craig Decker (Hon) 
nabbed the runner-up finishes in both 
classes. Mike Metzger (Yam) was third 
in the 125cc Pro class, while Kim 
Ashkennzi (Yam) rounded out the top 
three in the 250cc Pro class. 


Steve Hatch started the National 
Enduro Series on the right foot with an 
overall win at the Desert Mountain 
National in Wickenberg, Arizona, Feb- 
ruary 13. Ty Davis (Kaw) was the run- 
ner-up, ahead of Kelby Pepper (KTM) 
and Randy Hawkins (Suz). Danny 
Hamel (Kaw) completed the top five. 


Jimmy Gaddis won all four classes at 
the Indianapolis, Indiana, AMA Prolite 
National Arenacross, February 11-12. 
Grayson Goodman (Hon) was the run- 
ner-up in Friday's 125 and 250cc Pro 
mains, as well as Saturday's 250cc race, 
but Shawn Morga (Kaw) finished sec- 
ond in Saturday's 125cc main, with 
Goodman third. Morga was third in 
both Friday and Saturday's 250cc main 
events, and Josh Steel (Suz) was third in 
Friday's 125cc race. 


American Tallon Vohland (Hon) 


topped the Beucaire International 
Motocross at the Circuit de Saint Roman 
in France, February 13. Belgium's 
Stephan Everts (Kaw) was second, with 
Frenchman Frederic Bolley (Yam) third. 
Belgian Marnicq Bervoets (Suz) and 
Frenchman Yves Demaria (Hon) fin- 
ished fourth and fifth, respectively. 


The Beucaire race marked the debut for 
the new Team JHK Kawasaki, which is 
headed by former World Champion 
Stephan Everts. Team manager Alec 
Wright was absent, as he had been sub- 
poened to appear in court as an expert 
witness. (Wright, along with David 
Thorpe and several other famous British 
MX names, was testifying in a case in 
which a rider who was paralyzed nine 
years ago is seeking compensation.) 
Team riders Everts, Joakim Karlsson 
and Jaimy Scevenels confirmed that 
they were very satisfied with the bikes, 
and Everts' lap times were, unofficially, 
faster than they had been last year when 
he rode a works Suzuki RM. 


Team Rinaldi Yamaha was on hand in 
France, though an anti-tobacco advertis- 
ing law kept them from touting their 
main sponsor, Chesterfield. American 
Bob Moore, who is returning to the Ital- 
ian squad after a year with Team Bieffe 
Suzuki, will contest the 125cc GPs this 
year, but reported that he is still suffer- 
ing from tendonitis in the left foot he 
broke last year. The team rode 1993 
Yamahas, as they have not yet complet- 
ed testing of the '94 models. 


It was confirmed at Beucaire that the 
Becchis Honda team, consisting of Tal- 
lon Vohland and Yves Demaria, has 
received a two-year sponsorship deal 
from Pepsi. The duo will ride HRC-kit- 
ted CR250s, and HRC and Showa engi- 
neers will fly in from Japan to assist 
them with tuning during the early 
weeks of the season. Roger DeCoster 
will serve as the team's senior advisor, 
and will arrive in Europe 10 days before 
the opening GP. He will accompany the 
team to the first six rounds of the series. 


Defending 250cc World MX Champion 
Greg Albertyn has been training on a 
"semi factory" Suzuki RM250 at his 











home in South Africa, preparing for the 
upcoming СР season. The 
Johnson/Suzuki/Bieffe rider was on 
hand at Beucaire, but returned home 
soon after and will not return full-time 
until a few days before the March 13 
international race in Belgium. That will 
be the champ's only other European 
race prior to the March 20 Spanish GP 
opener. 


Ron Lechien is set to contest the Swiss 
500cc GP at Payerne on April 10, aboard 
a Kawasaki supplied by Bourget 
Motors. At the moment it is a one-time 
ride, but the one-time bad-boy of MX 
has been rapidly proving himself a 
reformed character, by his punctuality 
and effort, and would like to contest 
more European races. A strong show- 
ing in Switzerland could bring more 
offers, so there is a chance that "The 
Dogger" will ride the entire series. 
Lechien is also scheduled to compete in 
an international motocross in England, 
with machinery provided by Kawasaki 
UK. 


Edwin Evertsen has walked out on his 
contract with Team Sarholz Honda, and 
will ride full factory Hondas for Eric 
Geboers in the 250cc World MX Cham- 
pionship. The Dutchman had hoped to 
race in Beucaire, but was withdrawn at 
the last minute because he holds a Ger- 
man license. FIM rules prevent a rider 
from holding licenses from more than 
one federation in one year, and Geboers' 
team wanted to avoid being tied to a 
German license. The German Sarholz 
Honda had spent a large sum of money 
on machinery for Everts, and was 
understandably upset about having 
their number one rider taken away. The 
team has reportedly complained to 
Honda Japan. 


As we reported in this space last week, 
AMA Superbike National Champion 
Doug Polen will compete in the Day- 
tona 200 on March 13 at the Daytona 
International Speedway in Daytona 
Beach, Florida. What we didn't know at 
the time was that Polen's factory Honda 
RC45 would be decked out in Smokin’ 
Joe's Racing colors. Camel/Common- 
wealth Honda team owner Martin 
Adams confirmed on Thursday, Febru- 
ary 10 that Polen's Honda will be run 
out of the same team as the other three 
Smokin Joe's Honda superbikes ridden 
by Kevin Magee, Mike Smith and 
Ricky Graham. Polen's leathers, howev- 
er, will be in the colors of Castrol, his 
main sponsor in his assault on the 
World Superbike Championship. Polen 
will also have his own crew of mechan- 
ics on hand at Daytona. 


Whetting your appetite department: 
How does this sound for a Daytona 200 
matchup? Doug Polen vs. Eddie Law- 
son vs. Scott Russell vs. Kevin Magee 
vs. Colin Edwards II vs. Jamie James vs. 
Fred Merkel vs. Mike Smith vs. Dale 
Quarterley vs. Troy Corser vs. Pascal 
Picotte vs. Thomas Stevens vs. Steve 
Crevier - that's just to name a few of the 
top entrants from North America. Nine 
World Championships and 10 AMA 
Superbike National Championships 
have been won by six of the above-men- 
tioned 13 riders. Not bad. And don't 
forget the possible debut of the factory 
Harley-Davidson Superbike. A Harley 
debut (Miguel DuHamel has officially 
entered) would mean that seven differ- 
ent motorcycle manufacturers will go 
head-to-head with factory-backed 
efforts. Is your appetite whetted yet?

^New" countries to ride ISDE 





ntries have been pouring in for the 69th International Six Days Enduro, which will 

be held in the U.S. this year for only the second time ever. The event will take place 

in Tulsa, Oklahoma, from September 20-25, and the hosting Tulsa Trail Riders have 
already received nearly 400 entries from foreign riders - far in excess of the 150 that 
they expected. Included are entries from Chile, Columbia, Puerto Rico and Venezuela, 
countries that have never before participated in the ISDE. 

This year American riders are being given the option of pre-entering the Six Days by 
paying $500 and riding at least one "qualifier" within a 1000-mile radius of their home 
address. The club received 160 such pre-entries before the cut-off date, bringing the 
total to 560 entries before the first U.S. "qualifier" has even been run. Originally, only 
450 riders were to be allowed entry in the event, but that limit has since been raised to 
600. (Factors such as lap length and the number of riders per minute may have to be 
altered in order to make room for the additional entries). 

With foreign entries and American pre-entries taken into account, only 40 spots 
remain open for American riders who intend to qualify via the traditional method (rid- 
ing several "qualifiers" and counting your six best days from a possible 16). 

"There aren't many spots left, but we don't want to exclude anyone who attends all 
the qualifiers," said AMA Member Activities Director Hugh Fleming. "If it comes 
down to it, we might have to call some of the foreign countries and ask them to bring 
over fewer riders. Hopefully it won't come to that, because you hate to turn away for- 
eign entries. If we have to do it, we'll probably talk to countries like Australia that have 


a lot of entries." 


There has also been much discussion as to whether the pre-paid American entries 
should be allowed to wear the traditional blue-and-white "skunk-stripe" helmets. 
"There will definitely be a way to visibly identify those riders who have actually quali- 
fied," said Fleming. "It's not our place to tell a rider he can't paint his helmet blue and 
white, but I can guarantee you that we'll devise a way to differentiate the two groups." 


year's Daytona 200 by Arai, is tied with 
Harley-Davidson for the most victories 
in the 200. Each manufacturer has 16 
wins; the Milwaukee marque last won 
the Daytona 200 in 1969 with Cal Ray- 
born at the helm. 


The February 5-6 running of the Rolex 
24-Hour car race at Daytona Interna- 
tional Speedway saw a familiar name to 
dirt track racing fans in the running. 
Tammy Jo Kirk competed in her first 
sports car event. "I had a good time," 
Kirk said. “It took a while to get com- 
fortable and get a rhythm with the car (a 
Porsche 911). I was fine on the banking 
and the straights, but the infield took 
some time to learn - especially the right- 
hand turns." Kirk currently competes in 
the NASCAR All-Pro Tour and will 
have full backing this year in her efforts 
to make a run at the series title. 


Good news for Terry Poovey fans: the 
35-year-old Texan has decided to put his 
retirement plans on hold for at least one 
more season. At the end of the 1993 
Grand National Championship Series, 
Poovey reported that he would retire in 
order to spend more time at home with 
his family. “Last year, there was nothing 
out there to race for," said Poovey, a 
nine-time National winner. "But they 
have a $100,000 point fund this year, so 
that's incentive enough to stay on the 
bike for another year." Poovey will con- 
test the entire series, with the exception 
of the Castle Rock TT, aboard his per- 
sonal Honda RS750 with backing from 
USC Racing/ Gillco/ Sakaida & Sons 
Trucking/Hap Jones/Bell/Tsubaki/ 
Motion Pro/Dallas Honda and Jack 
Sisemore. 


New Zealander Andrew Stroud will 
ride the Britten V-twin in the AHRMA 
portion of Camel Bike Week at Daytona 
International Speedway on Monday, 
March 7. Stroud will compete in the Bat- 
tle of the Twins race. In addition, former 
World Champion Walter Villa has 
entered a Ducati Supermono in the 
Sound of Singles race, also scheduled to 
run on March 7. 


Ten new members were recently elected 
to the Motorsports Hall of Fame of 
America in Novi, Michigan, and one of 
them was five-time World Champion 
Roger DeCoster. The Belgian will join 








10 other motorsport legends, including 
Bobby Unser, Cale Yarborough, Bob 
Glidden, Jim Hall, Bernie Little, Bill 
Falck, Sir Malcolm Campbell, Chris 
Economaki and Eddie Rickenbacker, in 
being inducted on June 8 in Detroit, 


The frame being used in the Harley- 
Davidson VR-1000 Superbike was 
manufactured by Anodizing, Inc. in 
Portland, Oregon, according to a report 
in the Portland Oregonian. Anodizing 
Inc. is noted for manufacturing alu- 
minum bicycle frames and it will pro- 
duce the first 50 frames for the VR-1000. 
"There was someone at Harley who 
knew we were making aluminum bicy- 
cle frames," designer Jim Merz told the 
Oregonian, "and (that) I was a motorcy- 
cle enthusiast up on what was happen- 
ing. It was a pretty good fit." Anodizing 
Inc. employs 5000 employees and boasts 
annual sales of $50 million. "We tried to 
keep the project as American as possible 
and selected American vendors," 
Harley-Davidson's Art Gomper said. 
“We haven't been involved in superbike 
racing or road racing for 20 years and 
this will be our re-entry. We're very 
excited." 


D.I.D Chain says they made an error in 
identifying a photo in their 1994 adver- 
tising campaign. The photo showing 
Tommy Lynch on the Two Brothers 
Racing CBR900 was incorrectly cap- 
tioned. "Erion Racing or American 
Motor Sports are the names given to 
Kevin Erion's 1994 race team. We apolo- 
gize for any confusion this may have 
caused. We are proud of Two Brothers 
Racing accomplishments and are happy 
to say they are a valued D.I.D Distribu- 
tor,” the release issued by D.I.D stated. 


Multi-time AMA MX National Champi- 
on Jeff Ward has entered the 1994 Bar- 
ber Saab Pro Series season opener at the 
Miami Grand Prix, scheduled for Febru- 
ary 27. Ward plans to contest the full 
Barber Saab Series after racing in five 
Indy Lights races in 1993. “At this point, 
I'm funded well enough to do Barber 
Saab this year," Ward said. "It's an 
excellent championship and I like what 
I've seen and who's come out of it. If 
things come together for an Indy Lights 
program later on, that would be great 
too." The Barber Saab Pro Series, owned 
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and operated by the Skip Barber racing 
organization, is a 12-race series that fea- 
tures racing between drivers in equal, 
open-wheel race cars. 


Harley-Davidson Twin Sports Rookie of 
the Year Joe Winston has inked a con- 
tract with Skip Fordyke Harley-David- 
son in Riverside, California, for the 1994 
Harley-Davidson Twin Sports Series. 
Winston will compete in both the road 
race and dirt track series aboard Kent 
Truman/Bob Merrick-tuned Harleys. 
Winston will also compete in the AMA 
600cc National Championship aboard a 
Shell Racing/Shell Thuett-tuned Wood- 
Rotax. 


Long-time dirt track photographer Vic 
Ebbutt died on February 7 after a long 
bout with cancer. Ebbutt, 72, of Seattle, 
Washington, was a fixture at race tracks 
in the Northwest. 


The European Parliament again rejected 
the proposed 100 horsepower limit for 
motorcycles, in a vote held on February 
9. This time the rejection was even more 
clear cut: 300 votes for rejection, 34 
against the rejection, and 13 abstentions. 


The third annual Ride For Kids will 
take begin in Dana Point, California, 
and will end at the Del Mar Fairgrounds 
in Del Mar, California, on March 27. The 
ride raises money to fight pediatric 
brain tumors. The ride will also feature 
a vintage motorcycle exhibition at the 
Dana Point Plaza on Saturday, March 26 
from noon to 5:00 p.m. 


Road racer Michael Barnes will ride a 
Team Moto Liberty Honda RS250 in the 
AMA 250cc Grand Prix Series this year. 
The Floridian will also ride for Moto 
Liberty in the AMA/CCS GTU Chal- 
lenge Series aboard a Honda CBR600. 
Moto Liberty won the GTU Champi- 
onship in 1992 and 1993. According to a 
press release from Moto Liberty, the 
team will have official support from 
American Honda from both the 
endurance and 250cc effort. In addition, 
American Honda and HRC have enlist- 
ed the services of Moto Liberty to pro- 
mote and develop 125cc GP racing in 
the United States. For more information 
contact Moto Liberty at 214/242-6440. 


Dorna has announced its permanent 
officials for the 1994 FIM World Cham- 
pionship Road Race Series. Roberto 
Nosetto will continue as race director; 
technical director Jack Findlay, safety 
officer Hans Báumer and press officer 
Dennis Noyes have all be reappointed 
for a third season in their respective 
posts. Dr. Claudio Macchiagodena will 
replace Dr. Peter Richards as co-med- 
ical director along with Giancarlo Car- 
oli. Paul Butler continues for a third 
season in his position as IRTA delegate 
to the permanent Event Managment 
Committtee chaired by Nosetto. 


Dorna press officer Dennis Noyes has 
confirmed that the United States Grand 
Prix will again be held at Laguna Seca 
Raceway in Monterey, California, in 
September. According to Noyes, Dorna 
and KR Sports Promotions, the Kenny 
Roberts-owned company, will soon be 
signing a three-year contract with the 
Sports Car Racing Association of the 
Monterey Peninsula (SCRAMP) that 
will guarentee the continuation of the 
event. 


The Glen Helen Grand Prix, scheduled 
for March 27 at the Glen Helen OHV 
Park in San Bernardino, California, will 
feature an expanded 12-mile course that 











features new pavement, sand wash and 
fire road sections. In addition, a night 
race will be run on a shortened course 
on March 26. For entry information call 
Mike Parrott at 714/990-0193. 


There was an altercation in the pits 
between AMA's pro racing director Roy 
Janson and Kawasaki's race team man- 
ager Roy Turner following the 250cc 
main event at the Tampa Supercross on 
February 12. A question over the legali- 
ty of Mike Kiedrowski's Kawasaki was 
the topic of a heated discussion between 
the two. Evidently, Kiedrowski's KX250 
weighed in under the AMA's minimum 
weight allowance - following a routine 
tech inspection following the race - 
despite the fact that both bikes were 
deemed legal before the evening's pro- 
gram. According to Turner, Kiedrows- 
ki's Kawasaki tipped the scales at 217.5 
pounds before the race but was under 
the 216-pound limit after the race, rais- 
ing questions as to the accuracy of the 
AMA's scales. "We've been using the 
same bike all season and haven't 
changed anything, so I knew the scales 
weren't right," said Turner. "We didn't 
change anything during the day; we 
might've lost some coolant during the 
race, but we're allowed to replace 
coolant and oil if any had been lost dur- 
ing the race. We relocated the scales five 
or six times and each time we got a dif- 
ferent reading. One or two times it was 
over the limit, and three or four times it 
was under. In front of the other team 
managers and mechanics, Roy (Janson) 
kept saying that our bikes were illegal, 
but he said it in a derogatory way; he 
was talking down to me and was getting 
boisterous. All of this should've been 
handled in private instead of out in the 
open. Things started getting emotional. I 
knew I was right and the only impact I 
had was to get back in his face; no dif- 
ferent than he was treating me. I 
stepped up, put a finger in his chest and 
backed him up three steps. That scared 
everybody, but I had to make my point. 
I was just as confident on my end as he 
was on his. I popped a gasket; I was 
pissed. He sat down; then we decided to 
relocate the scales to the exact same spot 
that we had weighed our bikes in the 
morning, and both times they came out 
above the limit. Afterwards we both 
apologized. We were both wrong in 
how we acted, but I just knew we were 
legal and I didn't know what else to 
do." 


"There really was no incident," said 
Roy Janson when questioned about the 
argument. "We had some problems 
with the scales. He (Turner) didn't like a 
comment that I made and things got 
vocal. He stepped over, got close, and 
spoke. I backed up and we dealt with 
the scales. Things got emotional, it was a 
tense situation. He was doing what he 
had to do. It was no big deal." 


The newest Roberts to take to road rac- 
ing is the youngest son of three-time 
World Champion Kenny Roberts - Kur- 
tis. The 15-year-old Californian will race 
a Yamaha TZ125 in the Open Ducados 
Series in Spain, beginning with the 
opening round of the series in Albacete, 
Spain, on February 27. 


Kenny Roberts Jr. suffered a broken 
arm while riding a Honda XR100 at the 
Roberts ranch in Hickman, California, 
last week. Roberts Jr. was preparing for 
his assault on the 250cc World Champi- 
onship which begins in Australia on 
March 27. At presstime, it was not 
known how long the injury would keep 
Roberts out of action. 








At the February 5 San Diego Supercross, 
word was circulating in the pits that it 
would be the last supercross the Mickey 
Thompson Entertainment Group would 
be promoting at Jack Murphy Stadium. 
MTEG director of press relations Tony 
Gardea called to inform us that the 
rumors were just that - rumors. "The 


race was great, just like it always is," 


said Gardea. "It's a great stadium, we 
had a good track, the fans are enthusias- 
tic. Why would we want to stop having 
a supercross in San Diego?" 


As we reported last week, Davide Trol- 
li recently underwent negotiations with 
Kawasaki Team Green. The talks 
apparently went well, so well that the 
Italian off-road star has signed a deal 
and will ride Kawasakis in several 
major races in the U.S. this year. Trolli 
has returned home, but will be back in 
time to ride the March 26 Tecate 
Enduro in Baja California, Mexico. 
Speaking of Tecate, former 125cc 
National MX Champion Guy Cooper is 
planning to ride the event. 


Chris Young, who last year raced a very 
trick Honda XR in the Sound of Thun- 
der Four-Stroke MX Series, has signed a 
deal with ATK for '94. Young will ride a 
605cc four-stroke. 


If you enjoy this week's story on the 
Tampa Supercross, thank Davey 
Coombs, who agreed to cover the event 
for Cycle News at the last minute. Con- 
tributor Henny Ray Abrams had origi- 
nally intended to cover the event, but 
his flight was cancelled due to snow, 
and Coombs stepped in to fill the void. 
Thanks, Davey (even if you did push 
our deadline to the limits). 


Multi-time CMC number-one plate- 
holder Pete Murray sustained a seri- 
ously broken lower right leg in a prac- 
tice crash on February 6, and 
underwent surgery to have several 
metal plates and multiple screws 
insterted later that night. "I was prac- 
ticing at a secret track and some goon 
T-boned me out of nowhere," said 
Murray, who is unsure when he will 
return to action.

The death of dirt track 


I believe the death of dirt track racing 
isn’t very far off if the AMA continues to 
do things the way it is. In order for the 
sport to grow, we need to get the Big 
Four involved. The last thing we need to 
do is scare them away - like the AMA did 
with Honda a number of years ago. If 
Honda was still involved in the sport, it 
would be a lot healthier. Who knows, 
maybe even the other Japanese manufac- 
turers would be involved today? 

I believe competition makes for good 
racing, not the other way around - like 
the AMA seems to think. Another mis- 
take made by the AMA is the creation of 
the Harley-Davidson 883 class. In my 
opinion, this class is not only slow but 
very dangerous. If there was going to be 
a production-based class in AMA Grand 
National dirt track racing, the AMA 
should have allowed the other manufac- 
turers to participate - instead of making it 
an all-Harley show. 

This gets me to the elimination of the 
600cc class at the Nationals. Replacing the 
600cc class with the 883 class is another 
big mistake. Eliminating the 600cc class 
doesn’t make racing more affordable. To 
the contrary, most all of your expert dirt 
track racers already have 600cc machines. 
They have acquired them from racing at 
the local level, from racing in the Pro-Am 
class, and from racing them in the now 
defunct Junior class. The natural thing 
would have been to have a National 
Expert class for them to race in. This 
would give them a place to showcase their 
skills and to catch the eye of a sponsor. 

The 883 class hasn’t kept the cost 
down, instead it forces racers to buy 
another bike - the Harley-Davidson 883. 
Most first-year experts can’t afford to run 
the 750cc class without a big sponsor, 
and this leaves them no other choice but 
to run the 883 class. 

In closing, I sure hope the sport of dirt 
track racing doesn’t die because I am a big 
dirt track fan and racer. I believe that if the 
AMA takes an honest look at the future of 
the sport, it will do the right thing. But that 
will only happen if it gets out of bed with 
the Harley-Davidson factory.

TAMPA, FL, FEB. 12 

he runaway train that seemed to 
be carrying Jeremy McGrath non- 
stop to his second straight AMA 
Supercross Series Championship finally 
jum its tracks in Tampa, Florida. As 
McGrath failed to recover from a bizarre 
fifth-lap crash, Team Yamaha's Mike 
Craig was putting together a complete 
main event victory, the first major 250cc- 
class win of his professional racing 
career. 

“Man, I am so stoked right now,” 
shouted an ecstatic Craig after the race. 
“I'm so happy for the whole Yamaha 
team. We've been working so hard for so 
long - there’s nothing better than this. 
Now we get to fly home and know that 
all the work we've been doing is paying 
off. I couldn't ask for anything better 
than this. This is beyond explanation - I 
can't believe I won!” 

Craig led all 20 laps of the main event 
and moved into second in the series 
standings behind McGrath. Team 
Kawasaki's Mike Kiedrowski and Mike 
LaRocco finished second and third while 
Suzuki's Brian Swink scored a season- 
high, fourth-place finish. McGrath com- 
pleted the top five finishers on his 1-800- 
COLLECT Honda after getting back on 
track. 

When asked how it felt to finally stop 
McGrath after four straight wins, the 24- 
year-old Craig said: "It feels great to win, 
but I really don't feel like I stopped him. 





Something happened to him - I know 
that. But my team put the clock on him 
after he got going again and they put the 
clock on me, and he wasn't gaining at all. 
If he was catching up, I'd have to say this 
was a lucky win - but I led this race from 
lap one on and he didn't gain on me at 
all. It's good that he didn't win; maybe it 
broke his confidence a little bit." 

"| feel good about being consistent 
again, but I need some wins," said 
Kiedrowski, who was back on the podi- 
um for the second week in a row. "My 
Kawasaki's running really well and my 
mechanic (Shane Nalley) is doing a heck 
of a job. The wins are going to start com- 
ing because I keep running second, sec- 
ond. I feel like now I just need a good 
start. Mike (LaRocco) was pushing me 
for awhile, waiting for me to slide out or 
something, but I didn't make any mis- 
takes and just started to pull away. 
Unfortunately, Craig was already gone." 

“I just really wasn't myself tonight,” 
said LaRocco, who was not overly happy 
with his third-place effort. “I’ve had a 
cold and I still have a little congestion. I 
tried to give 100% and see what hap- 
pened. I rode a smart race. I'm in it for 
the points right now, but I need wins, 
too. I'm on my way and hopefully I will 
get some good luck soon. I've been 
down this year; hopefully, I’ve turned 
things around." 

McGrath's mishap cost him any 
chance of keeping his perfect season 
intact. 

“I just cased a triple and overshot the 
turn,” said McGrath of the mishap that 


saw him jump the banked wall and hay 
bales of one corner and land on another 
part of the track facing the wrong way. 
"I gassed it to get over the wall the first 
time, but when I tried to jump back over 
the bales from the other turn I landed 
right on Brian Swink's back wheel and 
went over the handlebars. At first I was 
really pumped because I thought I was 
going to save it, but then I hit Brian. Fifth 
isn't bad for coming that far back. You 
know, I think I did pretty good and I'm 
happy. Hell, I could've been hurt or 
something, and I didn't really lose any 
points." 

McGrath's mishap was minor com- 
pared to the ones that befell his three 
Honda teammates. Doug Henry, Jeff 
Stanton and Steve Lamson all crashed 
hard in the main event and lost valuable 
series points. Henry finished 12th after 
falling on the fifth of 20 laps. Stanton col- 
lided with Yamaha's Jeff Emig at the end 
of a long w. section and only scored 
four points for 17th place. Lamson only 
managed 18th after landing on a hay 
bale off one of the long Tampa Stadium 
triple jumps. 

McGrath's lead at the one-third mark 
of the season is still 26 points over Craig, 
116-90, who replaced Stanton as the run- 
ner-up in the standings. Kiedrowski and 
LaRocco moved up to third and fourth 
with 81 and 78 points, respectively. Stan- 
ton dropped from second to fifth with a 
74-point total. 

With McGrath's winning streak now 
stopped at four, Team Suzuki's 125cc 
superstar Ezra Lusk remains the only 





undefeated rider left in the 1994 series. 
The Bainbridge, Georgia, resident won 
his third 125cc East Region main event in 
as many tries, though this one was cer- 
tainly the hardest fought. Team Kawasa- 
ki's 16-year-old Robbie Reynard, a rela- 
tive newcomer to supercross racing, 
joined third-year veteran Lusk in a great 
battle for the victory. The two teenagers 
swapped the lead numerous times 
before Lusk made the final, and most 
meaningful, pass with less than two laps 
to go. Lusk's Suzuki teammate Jimmy 
Button took the final spot on the podium 
with a third-place finish. 

The Tampa Stadium crowd, 
announced at 35,016, watched the riders 
compete on an extremely slick, narrow 
and technical track. The features includ- 
ed two long triple jumps on either side- 
line and a long whoop section right 
down the middle of the infield. The track 
got a nod of approval from most of the 
competitors. 

"It's a pretty technical track,” said 
McGrath before the main event. "The 
jump selection is there - real good jumps 
- it's just a little too slick." One of the 
jump selections that McGrath was mak- 
ing in his heat race later proved to be his 
downfall. A tabletop step-up on the 
infield was followed by three small-but- 
distant jumps before banking into a 180- 
degree left-hand corner. McGrath and 
Henry were the only riders clearing the 
triple in the heat races. "That's a pretty 
gnarly move," said McGrath of the 
unique triple leap. "Jumping the whole 
thing is really not a must because the 
third one is already getting worn down. 
It's just kind of different and fun, I 
guess." 


250cc 


As has been the case for most of the 
series, the first 250cc heat race of the 
night featured more good starts by 
Yamaha riders. Craig and NCY's Jeff 
Matiasevich raced into the first turn 
together ahead of everyone, but only 
Matiasevich was able to make the turn. 

“I holeshot but I went right into the 
hay bales," said Craig. "My bike's fast, 
the best one out there, and it shows on 
the starts. The corner was just too slick to 
slow it down. There was nothing I could 
do because guys were on the inside of 
me, so I just went into the bales." 

"Chicken" led for three laps while 
Kiedrowski and Henry engaged in a 
fierce battle for second. Once Henry won 
that duel, he started working his moves 
on Matiasevich. Finally, on the sixth of 
eight laps, Henry out-leaped Matiase- 
vich by tripling his way through another 
small whoop section before the track 
crossed the starting area. Henry won the 
first transfer spot while Matiasevich held 
off Kiedrowski and LaRocco for the run- 
ner-up honors. 

"It really feels great to go out and win 
in front of all these people," said Henry 
as track-side announcer Ben Cheatwood 
chatted him up. ^My 1-800-COLLECT 
Honda is running really well right now, 
which is good because Jeff has been rid- 
ing really well, himself. But it seems like 
everyone is trying to ride real conserva- 
tively because the track is so slick and 
hard to pass on." Henry added that the 














250cc heat race win marked the first of 
his career. "Now I want to back that up 
with a podium finish tonight. I’m hoping 
to win one by the end of the year; maybe 
it will happen tonight.” 

Only the first four finishers trans- 
ferred directly to the 20-lap main event, 
so neither Craig nor the poor-starting 
Stanton made the early grade. The two 
would have to compete in the semi 
along with Kawasaki privateer Buddy 
Antunez and Honda of Troy’s Todd 
DeHoop. 

The second heat race saw McGrath 
lead start-to-finish, though Swink might 
have had the holeshot had he, too, not 
gone into the outer hay bales. Emig and 
Team Hot Wheels/SplitFire’s Ryan 
Hughes pursued McGrath in the early 
stages, but neither would be able to 
place any real pressure on the leader. 
McGrath ended up winning with a time 
of seven minutes, 18.51 seconds, about 
two seconds slower than Henry’s time. 
Swink eventually passed Emig for sec- 
ond while Lamson came from midpack 
to snatch the final transfer spot from 
Noleen/Sizzler Yamaha rider Larry 
Ward. 

"I'm just trying to get a good start, 
tide my own race and entertain the 
crowd,” McGrath said. “I’m just getting 
over the flu. I didn’t get to ride that 
much during the week, but it looks like 
I'm doing all right. I'll tell ya, I want to 
win every race.” 

The Tampa fans were treated to 
McGrath’s new "nac-nac " move on the 
last lap. 

Craig won the first semi with 
Antunez, Stanton, DeHoop, and Yamaha 
privateer Jeromy Buehl all joining him in 
the main event. The second semi was 
won by Team KTM's Cliff Palmer, who 
admitted that he thoroughly enjoyed his 
time out front, even if it was while lead- 
ing a semi. 

“I sure am excited about this," Palmer 
said. "It felt real good to be in the lead. 
It's definitely different from being a little 
further back, which is where I usually 
am. My KTM is working real good. It's 
fast, it's really strong, and I think it's a 
good bike. I just need to go out there and 
prove it to everybody." 

Hughes, Rich Taylor, and up-and- 
coming Florida riders Travis Blackburn 
and Kenny Yoho all followed Palmer 
into the main event. 

A surprising non-qualifier was 
Ward, who landed on a downed rider 
and went over the handlebars in the sec- 
ond heat race. Ward was an obvious 
favorite in the Last Chance Qualifier, but 
it was Dag Boyesen who grabbed the 
holeshot aboard his Penske/Boyesen 
Yamaha. Within a lap, Boyesen surren- 
dered the lead to Ward, but both Yama- 
ha riders ended up making the main. 

Moments after the gate dropped to 
start the 20-lap main event, it was clear 
that at least one streak would not be bro- 
ken: Craig and Matiasevich ensured the 
Yamaha brand of its fifth straight 250cc 
main event holeshot as they raced in tan- 
dem to turn one. Matiasevich led for a 
couple of turns before Craig wrestled the 
lead from him. Behind them came Lam- 
son, Kiedrowski, LaRocco, McGrath and 
Swink. Craig also led the San Diego 











round last 
weekend for 
more than half 
the race before 
McGrath and 
Kiedrowski got 
around him. ie uis d 

“That was a 
different race,” Craig said. “I had Jeremy 
(McGrath) on my butt the whole time 
and I couldn’t break loose. I just held it 
as long as I could, but I kept giving him 
the inside line, which was stupid on my 
part. Then I gave up and just worried 
about getting third. So this weekend I 
thought 'Screw it! I'm going to get first 
no matter what.” 

Lamson eventually faded from the 
lead picture and Craig, Matiasevich, 
Kiedrowski and McGrath started to pull 
away from the rest of the field after three 
laps. Stanton, 10th at this point, was the 
first Team Honda rider to hit the 
ground. 

“Emig just can't go in a straight line - 
he's just got to take people out," said a 
frustrated Stanton after the crash. "He 
came right-to-left though the whoops 
and just cleaned me out. I went over the 
hay bales. He did the same thing in the 
first turn at San Diego - took me right 
out. These guys can't ride their own race 
anymore. They've just got to take you 
out all the time. They just think about 
the instant rather than thinking about 
down the road. Racing is going to pot 


. because all the assholes want to be one- 


day heroes instead of thinking long 
term. It makes it worse for everybody." 

Once he re-entered the race, Stanton 
was two laps down and could only man- 
age to work his way to a 17th-place fin- 
ish. 


At the front of the pack, Matiasevich 
was working hard to retake the lead 
from Craig. 

"The first three laps, Chicken was 
right behind me trying to get a wheel 
in," Craig said. "Once I got a bike length 
or two on him, I could start picking my 
lines and going faster. I looked back a lit- 
tle while later and I started thinking, 
"Man, I'm pulling away from these guys. 
Just keep doing what you're doing and 
don't make any mistakes." 

“I think I just tried too hard and heat- 
ed myself up," said Matiasevich after 
fading off the pace to finish a still- 
respectable sixth. “The bottom line is the 
heat down here affected me." 

On the fifth lap, the race took a dra- 
matic turn when McGrath crashed over 
a berm, opening the door to victory for 
Craig, Matiasevich and the others. 

^Hey, I was just going for it and T 
missed," said McGrath, not seeming too 
concerned with the end of his win 
streak. "I knew that section was tricky 
going in and I just touched my wheels 
on the last one. It's really not that big a 
deal to me." 

Henry was the next Honda rider to 
go down, falling less than a lap after 
McGrath. Two laps later, Lamson 
became the fourth and final Honda rider 
to crash when he cased it on the triple. 

“I just caught Henry's wreck out of 
the corner of my eye and then I was pret- 
ty close to Lamson when he went 
down,” said Swink, a witness to both

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falls. "It took the pressure off me 
because you have to ride real defensive- 
ly on a track like this. It gave me a 
chance to charge forward without them 
trying to block me or anything." 

KTM's Palmer was also running near 
the front of the second group of riders, 
but his bike began to sputter badly with 
what appeared to be a fouled spark 
plug. 

With McGrath no longer a threat and 
the field thinning behind him, LaRocco 
moved up to Kiedrowski's rear fender 
and tried pushing his teammate along. 

^I was hoping that Mike would get 
going because he was letting Craig get 
away," said LaRocco. “I felt that I could 
have given Craig a race if I could have 
gotten around Kiedrowski, but it's hard 
to race with a teammate on а track like 
this. The only way to pass is to force it. If 
I did something stupid and took us both 
out it wouldn't have looked good for the 
team - we all try to avoid that." 

When the effects of his cold started to 
set in during the latter stages, LaRocco's 
pressure on Kiedrowski started to wane. 

“I just wasn't able to give 110% 
tonight," said a frustrated LaRocco, the 
man many had pegged to be the one to 
end McGrath's win streak. The Kawasa- 
ki rider was still recovering from a fairly 
serious cold that kept him from training 
throughout the week. ^I just didn't feel 
very comfortable out there, especially 
near the end." 

LaRocco added that he was glad that 
someone besides McGrath won, “but I 
wish it could have been me. I've had a 
tough time the last couple of weeks, so 
it's real important for me to win some 
races." 

“I caught a couple of lappers around 
the halfway mark and it allowed Craig 
to sort of get away from me while 
LaRocco got right up on me,” said 
Kiedrowski. “I almost went down a cou- 
ple of times trying to pass those guys 
and that really made me tense. I started 
worrying too much about LaRocco being 
behind me. Craig had the flow going all 
night, and he deserved to win." 

“With about two laps to go I almost 
crashed in the turn after the finish line 
and I said to myself, ‘Come on, don't do 
something stupid now!” said Craig. “I 
over-jumped it and landed in the pocket 
at the bottom. That threw me up into the 
turn and I almost lost it. But I knew T 
was going to win - my pit board was just 
counting the laps down. The last time 
through I raised my hand off the bars 
because I knew that we had won." 

Compared to the last-lap tricks that 
McGrath usually performs on his way to 
victory, the one-handed wave that Craig 
did over the triples was rather tame. But 
after he crossed the finish line his cele- 
bration was much more dramatic than 
those of McGrath. Craig rode around the 
starting area in a slow circle before step- 
ping off the side of his bike and looking 
up into the night sky. Both Stanton and 
Antunez came over to congratulate the 
ecstatic winner, as did several members 
of the Yamaha camp. Then Craig had 
mechanic Brian Lunniss climb aboard for 
a slow victory lap. 

"I just can't believe it!” shouted Craig 
in the winner's circle. "The whole time I 
was out there I kept thinking, "Man I can 
do it.'

Yamaha team gets to go home happy. 
This win is for Brian and the rest of the 
team. We earned it!" : 

"I'm really glad a guy like Mike 
won,” said McGrath back in the pits. "I'd 
rather see Mike win now than someone 
like Kiedrowski. I know that Mike's not 
going to win every race, but Kiedrowski 
is the kind of guy who gets stronger as 
the season goes along. I wouldn't be too 
happy if he had won." 

"Everyone blames a slow start on the 
season on something that has changed 
your life," explained the rejuvenated 
Kiedrowski, who appears to be his old 
self again after a poor start to this series. 
"They always say, ‘Oh, it's the money,’ or 
‘Oh, it's the attitude,’ or whatever. It's the 
same shit that drove (Damon) Bradshaw 
away. I had a couple of bad weekends of 
racing, that's it. When that happens 
maybe it's because we're just thinking 
about something else or something else is 
happening around us. Now that I'm bet- 
ter, people are asking, "What did you do 
differently?" Sometimes we just have bad 
races and there's no explanation." 

“I'm pretty happy with fourth but I 
wish I could have gotten past Henry and 
Lamson earlier, because once I did I 
started catching the Kawasakis," said 
Swink, whose fourth-place finish was 
the highest of the season for a 250cc class 
Suzuki rider this year. "If I could have 
started with Kiedrowski and LaRocco I 
think it would've been a good race for 
second." 

"I'm really happy for him ," said 
Swink of Craig's win. "He's been riding 
good for a long time, but he just makes a 
lot of mistakes. Now he's not making 
those mistakes and it's paying off. I've 
always felt that I was as fast as him, so 
this helps me think that I can win one of 
these things, too. The bad luck seems to 
be over and things are starting to come 
around for me." 

“I know I finished sixth again, but I 
don't want to be a steady fifth and sixth- 
place rider," said Matiasevich. "Doing it 
on my own like this is really hard. If I 
could get a works bike under me again 
I'd be pretty happy. It would make this 
job a little easier. My mechanic Ron 
Heben has been working his ass off; I’ve 
been working really hard. We're not 
happy with sixth. I’m gaining more con- 
fidence in my bike and myself and I 
know I can get on the podium.” 

“I was kind of surprised that every- 
one faded as much as they did," said 
Hughes. "I though they would all be a 
little stronger. I tried to ride my own 
race and I came out seventh, even after 
falling once. Maybe if I hadn't gone 
down I could've finished in the top 
five." 

“I know I didn't get third (like at 
Anaheim) but I'm really happy with the 
way I rode," said eighth-place finisher 
Larry Ward. "After going through the 
semi and the LCQ and then doing 20 
laps of the main I feel good about my 
condition. It wasn't my best night but I 
hung in there and kept charging." 

After two falls, Yamaha's Jeff Emig 
finished ninth for the second week in a 
row while Buddy Antunez completed 
the top 10. 


125cc 


The dominance of Team Suzuki's 
Lusk and Button in the first two Easter 
Regional 125cc Supercross Series rounds 
made them the obvious pre-race 
favorites at Tampa. However, in the first 
heat race Team Kawasaki's Reynard 
dominated from start to finish as Button 
fell on a long triple jump. 

"I'm finally over that flu that had me 
down for so long," said Reynard after 














The second heat saw the other Suzuki 
favorite "down," as well. Lusk crashed 
on the fourth lap, leaving the race win to 
Tennessee privateer Mike Brown. 

When the starting gate dropped for 
the main event, Tim Е almost nailed 
the holeshot from the far outside. Lusk 
however, was on the shorter inside line 
through the first two left-handed corners 
and started down the long whoop sec- 
tion with the lead. RRP/UFO/ 
Kayo/Dunlop/Cycles of Palm Beach/ 
Honda Wests’ Ferry, Reynard, DGY’s 
Chad Pederson and Button made up the 
early chase group. Left lying in the first 
turn was Honda of Troy’s Davey Yezek, 
who has struggled this season with a 
wrist injury. 

By the end of the first lap, Reynard 
had displaced Ferry as the runner-up 
and immediately started to apply pres- 
sure on Lusk. 

“At first I thought it might be Jimmy 
back there but then it didn’t sound like 
him,” said Lusk of Reynard's surprising 
early assault. “He was over-revving it 
and sticking his wheel in on me in the 
corners. Jimmy and I don't really ride 
like that with each other.” 

On the third lap, Reynard’s pressure 
paid off with a pass when Lusk failed to 
triple the press box jumps, allowing the 
Kawasaki rider to take the high road into 
first place. 

“I took the inside there the lap before 
and he took the outside, so when he 
messed up the next time and didn’t 
jump, I went over him” said Reynard of 
his dramatic pass. “I was up there just 
hoping for the best and I got him. After 
that I tried to ride smoothly and stay in 
front of him.” 

Reynard quickly stretched his lead to 
about three seconds, but Lusk, himself 
eight seconds ahead of third-place But- 
ton, remained calm and close. 

“Once Robbie went by me I decided 
to put a little pressure on him and see 
how he handled,” said Lusk. “He 
pumped up like I figured he would and I 
knew I could get him back.” 

Indeed, before the halfway mark Rey- 
nard could be seen trying to shake out 
the forearm pump from his hands as he 
raced down along the mechanic's signal 
area. 

For several laps the situation at the 
front remained the same, until Lusk 
revenged the earlier pass with a triple 
jump back into the lead. But Reynard 
immediately retaliated and regained the 
lead, only to lose it again when he faded 
to the outside on the slick right-hander 
that followed the finish line doubles. 

Back and forth the two went until just 
two laps were left in the 15-lap main 
event. At that point, Lusk again dove 
inside after the finish line and snatched 
the lead and ultimate victory from Rey- 
nard. Still, the Kawasaki pilot did not 
give up and made two more stabs at the 
lead on the white-flag lap before settling 
for a career-high second-place finish. 
Button was a distant third while a steady 
Pederson and Honda-mounted Ferry 
rounded out the top five. 

“It took me a couple of laps to turn it 
up and once I did, I just held it together, 
got all the jumps right and things turned 
out my way,” said Lusk. “I tried to keep 
up with Reynard after he passed me but 
every time I'd get close, I would slide 
out. Once I got right behind him, I just 
waited for the right time to get him. Rob- 
bie rode a really good race. That was the 
hardest one I've had this year." 

"I wish I could've won it," said a 
slightly disappointed Reynard. "I got 
out front but then I just locked up. Ezra 
was riding really well. I did everything I 
could to stay in front of him. We were 
both using our heads, trying to win, 





going for it the whole time. We were 
banging everywhere, really going at it, 
but that's racing. I know I can do it now. 
This makes me want to win even more. I 
just need to relax and be smart next 
time."

cycle company in the industry. 
After entering the third phase of the 
American manufacturer's turbulent 
existence, the new owners opted to keep 
a low profile for a year while they relo- 
cated corporate headquarters and 


worked on updating the motorcycles. 
The extended hiatus is now over, how- 
ever, and ATK is back - and if the new 
606CCES is any indication, they're 
stronger than ever. 

For those not in the know, a brief his- 
tory lesson is probably in order. ATK 
was originally started in the mid ‘80s by 
Austrian-turned-American Horst Leit- 
ner, who is well known for his innova- 
tive designs. At the time, ATK was the 


only American dirt bike company 
around, and the Rotax-powered, WP- 
suspended bike included such novel 
features as a linkage-less rear suspen- 
sion, a countershaft-mounted disc brake 
with a backwards lever, and a chain 
torque eliminator. Eventually, Leitner 
was joined by business partner Ken 
Wilkes but, as it turned out, the match- 
up didn't have the greatest chemistry. 
Suffice it to say that when Leitner sold 


his share of the company to Wilkes, it 
was not what you'd call a friendly part- 
ing of the ways. Wilkes controlled ATK 
until Dale White, who along with son 
Frank had been producing the promo- 
tional videos for ATK, offered to buy the 
company. On February 6, 1993, Wilkes 
sold out to the Whites, but again, it was 
not exactly an amicable transaction. 
Wilkes has now started another compa- 
ny, American Dirt Bikes, whose first 
bike - the Avenger - uses a Rotax motor, 
WP suspension (with no linkage), a 
countershaft disc brake with a back- 
wards lever, and a chain torque elimina- 
tor. Sound familiar? 

For the past year or so, the Whites, 
both long-time motorcycle enthusiasts, 
have concentrated on moving the com- 
pany from southern California to their 
home in Bountiful, Utah. True, Utah 
isn't exactly known as the heart of 
motorcycling, but with the current econ- 
omy of the Golden State many compa- 
nies in other industries are also relocat- 
ing. As Frank puts it, "It's just easier to 
get things done in Utah." 

Confused yet? Well, don't worry. 
Comprehending the finer points of busi- 
ness takeovers is not nearly as impor- 
tant as understanding the updates to the 
motorcycle itself. 


STAR-SPANGLED CHANGES 


The new ATK 605CCES, like the rest 
of the ATK line-up, is much different than 
before. In fact, an ATK has never seen so 
many updates in a single model year. 
^When we bought the company, our 
main goal was to make the bikes simple," 
explains Frank. "We wanted to eliminate 
some of the gimmicks and make it more 
of a conventional motorcycle - less of a 
novelty. It was also important that the 
motorcycles be easy to build." 

To achieve their goal, the Whites 
hired Swede Bjorn Elvin, who had 
played a major role in the development 
of both Husqvarna's and Husaberg's 
awesome four-strokes. Elvin has since 
returned home to Sweden, but his input 
is evident on the ATK. The Whites also 
hired Ron Griewe, a former Cycle World 
magazine editor best known for his 
developmental skills. 

The new owners immediately did 
away with the chain torque eliminator, 
countershaft-mounted disc brake and 
backwards-facing brake lever. While the 
linkage-less WP rear shock was 
retained, it was updated to the latest 
full-bleed model, lengthened, and 
mounted at a different angle. The aim 
here was to reduce fading caused by 
heat build-up, a chronic problem on 
older ATKs. Up front, WP's newest full- 
bleed 54/57 inverted fork (the same one 
used on '94 KTMs) was utilized. Of 
course, the shock and fork both sport 
externally adjustable compression and 
rebound damping, and the shock has 
adjustable preload. 

Another important update is the all- 
new 4130 chromoly steel frame, which 
boasts a steeper steering head angle and 
longer trail. ATK was hoping these 
changes would yield quicker steering 
and more stability - a tall order to fill. 
Also, a removable subframe is now stan- 
dard, and the frame's nickel-plating was 
ditched in favor of powder-coating. The 
heat-treated chromoly swingarm is 
longer, and has an aluminum axle- 
adjuster block with increased adjust- 
ment range. The chromoly footpegs are 
larger and have protected return 
springs. 

In the engine department, the 605 is 
now fed through a 40mm Dell'Orto car- 
buretor, which takes the place of the old 
Mikuni 38mm unit. Gases are exhausted 
through nickel-plated steel header pipes 





and a long Cobra aluminum silencer 
and spark arrestor. A wider-ratio tranny 
now resides in the cases. 

The ATK is graced with a new, more 
aerodynamic Acerbis rear fender and 
sidepanels, and a triple-colored Ceet 
seat. The plastic is from the same mold 
as KTM's (but red instead of white), and 
the seat sports sewn-in, colored panels, 
rather than painted graphics. Also, a 
new airbox houses a Uni foam air fiker. 
The IMS-made gas tank is the same as 
that on previous models, and holds a 
substantial 4.2 gallons of fuel. 

As far as we know, ATK is the first 
bike to feature Answer's stellar Pro- 
Taper handlebars as standard equip- 
ment. A Honda high bend is standard, 
though other choices are optional. 
Mounted to the bars are Sunline grips 
and a new throttle (Gunnar Gasser on 
kickstart models; Domino on electric 
starters) with different cables (either 
Motion Pro or Barnett). 

ATK also fits new brakes to the 605, 
having tossed the old Italian units for 
new dual-piston Nissin grabbers, front 
and rear. 

Several of the ATK's parts are sup- 
plied by Vimco Engineering, a company 
that was once involved in the aerospace 
industry but is now switching over to 
motorcycle and mountain bike parts. 
Included on the "Vimco list" are the 
stainless steel brake rotors, front and 
rear axles (the front is 2mm larger than 
before), 7075 aluminum rear sprocket, 
motor mounts, axle adjuster blocks and 
rotationally molded plastic airbox, as 
well as the beautiful aluminum rear 
brake lever. 

IMS supplies the folding shift lever 
and chain roller, and a new chain guide 
protects the D.I.D VS O-ring chain. 
D.LD also makes the aluminum rims, 
which are shod with Dunlop tires (a 
K490 up front and a 695 on the rear). 
Large-diameter stainless steel spokes 
connect the rims to hubs that are CNC- 
machined from billet aluminum, and 
feature captive axle spacers and sealed 
bearings (doubled on the drive-side of 
the hub). ATK has also switched to 
high-quality hardware, including sever- 
al allen-head bolts 

Stock, the 605CC has no lights, but 
ATK offers an optional lighting kit for 
$195. Included are an Acerbis HP head- 
light and taillight/fender extension, as 
well as a wiring harness and regula- 
tor/ rectifier. 

The Whites have also incorporated 
another change, and while it has noth- 
ing to do with the actual bike, it is very 
important. Before, prospective ATK cus- 
tomers had to pay up front, then wait 
for their bike to be ordered and shipped. 
The new owners have eliminated that 
requirement by supplying their dealers 
with bikes on consignment. Not only 
that, but the Whites are currently 
expanding their dealer network.

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^We want there to be enough shops 
that any customer will have a place to 
get a bike, without the dealers cutting 
each other's throats," says Frank. "Right 
now we're examining which dealers we 
want to add, and we hope to eventually 
have about 700 outlets throughout the 
States." 


POUNDING THE PATRIOT 


Right off the bat, we should mention 
that the ATK is an expensive motorcy- 
cle, as it always has been. We tested the 
electric-start 605CCES, which goes for a 
hefty $7295, or $900 more than the man- 
ual-start version. For comparison, a 
Honda XR600 costs $4299, and Kawasa- 
ki's KLX650R has a $4899 retail price. 

“Our target customer is probably a 
little older than average," says Frank. 
“We don't sell too many bikes to 
teenagers. ATK buyers know what they 
want, and they're willing to pay for it. 
Somebody who wants an XR probably 
wouldn't want an ATK.” 

The electric-start (ES) 605 is not only 
more expensive, but also weighs 15 
pounds more than its manual-starting 
counterpart. Is worth it? That's probably 
best left for the individual to decide. We 
also got the chance to ride a manual- 
start ATK, and found it to be one of the 
easiest-starting four-strokes we've rid- 
den. Almost without fail, a single kick 
would have the big 605 purring, despite 
the fact that the lever is mounted on the 
left side. We were even able to easily 
start it while sitting on the bike, kicking 
with our left leg. On the other hand, it 
sure is nice to simply jab a button with 
your thumb, and hear the ATK quickly 
snap to attention. It should be men- 
tioned that during our testing, a ground 
wire came loose on the ES, leaving us 
with no electric-start capability. We 
were forced to use the kickstart lever, 
and found the ES much harder to kick to 
life than the CC. According to ATK, 





that's because the ES 
was brand-new, while 
the manual-start 605 
had several hours on it. 
Apparently, the Rotax 
motor becomes easier 
to start as it is broken 
in. 

At a claimed 275 
pounds dry, the ES is 
not a light motorcycle 
by any means, though 
the XR and KLX are in 
the same range. Some 
riders may feel that trimming the 
weight to 260 pounds would be worth 
losing the electric-start capability, while 
others (like chronic brake-draggers and 
stallers) won't mind living with the 
extra tonnage of a battery and starter. 
You make the call. 

The weight of the 605 is probably our 
biggest complaint, and the tall seat 
height only serves to magnify the prob- 
lem. Most of our testers have long legs, 
so we were less concerned with being 
able to reach the ground than with the 
high center of gravity. Once the ATK 
starts to tip over, it's hard to change its 
mind, especially for shorter riders. 

If it sounds like we're sniveling too 
much, don't worry. Apart from weight 
and seat height, we really have no 
major complaints with the 605CCES. 
The most impressive aspect of the bike 
is the motor (though it's probably large- 
ly responsible for the weight). The 
Rotax offers plenty of power across a 
broad range and, like most thumpers, 
it's a very tractable type of power. The 
Cobra silencer works, emitting a very 
quiet exhaust note that is in no way 
offensive. We haven't yet tried ATK's 
dual sport bike, but it's hard to imagine 
it being any quieter than the CCES. 
With the Cobra, the ATK is perfectly 
suited to trail-riding, as it makes for an 
easy-to-use powerband that still has 


































































plenty of punch. The power is also very 
well suited for enduros or tight hare 
scrambles, where hooking up and main- 
taining forward motion are more 
important than eye-watering top end. 
We applaud ATK for selling a competi- 





























tive four-stroke with a quiet exhaust 
silencer. However, for those who want 
to race Baja, or perhaps even motocross, 
we strongly recommend trying a Super- 
trapp silencer. We tried an older-model 
ATK that was fitted with a 'trapp, and 
despite the fact that it was worn out 
and "only" 560cc, the bike was a verita- 
ble rocket! No, it didn't lug down near- 
ly as well as the Cobra-equipped bike, 
but we were hard-pressed to find a hill 
it wouldn't climb. As could be expect- 
ed, however, decibel level was much 
too high for use on public lands. Final- 
ly, before moving on to other areas of 
the bike, we have to wonder why the 
bike is called a 605, when it's displace- 
ment is 598cc. 

Another of the ATK's strong points is 
its suspension, which is great for a four- 
stroke, or any bike for that matter. The 
605 tracks well, soaks up rocks without 
deflecting, and even handles whoops 
and jump landings fairly well. Our theo- 
ry is that the ATK's weight may actually 
benefit it in this department, as the dif- 
ference between sprung and unsprung 
weight lets the suspension work while 






















the bike stays put. To put it another 
way, imagine how a big Cadillac (the 
ATK) absorbs a pothole, then think of 
taking the same obstacle in a Mazda 
Miata (a 250cc MXer). The little car is 
deflected, while the Caddy "plows" 
straight ahead. We're not sure if we're 
right, but even if our theory is nothing 
but hot air, the WP units do an 
admirable job of suspending the ATK. |

4 | onship was informally known as 
the year of the four-stroke. Just 
when the series had been stripped of its 
official “primary class" status, and pun- 
dits were forecasting a swift, but painful, 
death for the open division, the thumper 
gang was called in to save the day. 
Mounted on a Husqvarna four-stroke, 
Jacky Martens brought the championship 
home to Belgium, marking the first time 
in 28 years that a thumper pilot had won 
the prestigious title. But Martens wasn't 
the only four-stroke rider to do well in 
the series; countryman Joel Smets was 
also in the hunt, mounted on a Husaberg 
with a 530cc engine. Smets gave Martens 
a run for his money, and while he faded 
towards the end of the season, he still fin- 
ished a respectable third in the point 
standings. This year, Georgian Billy Liles 
will join Smets on another Husaberg- 
powered bike. 

Husaberg manufacturers nothing but 
four-strokes, so they've learned how to 
do it right. Located in the small Swedish 
village of Rofors (they've moved from the 
town that shares their name), the Hus- 
aberg plant is run by just a few employ- 
ees, and their American office is no big- 
ger. Surdyke Cycles, an average-sized 
motorcycle dealership in Festus, Mis- 
souri, imports the ‘berg into the States. 


SAY HELLO TO THE SWEDE 


Husaberg is known for making great 
off-road motorcycles, and has backed up 
that reputation by winning several ISDE 
titles and World Enduro Championships. 
Last year we tested their 501cc enduro 
bike, and were suitably impressed, but 
after Smets’ success we were eager to try 
out their motocrosser. Husaberg markets 
the same basic motorcycle in several dif- 
ferent configurations. The motocross (FC) 
and enduro (FE) versions are quite simi- 
lar to each other, with lighting being the 
main difference. The FC doesn’t have 
head or tail lights, and it sports a smaller 
(louder) silencer, without a spark 
arrestor. Also, unlike it’s enduro-bred 
brother, the FC has no sidestand. Both 
the FC and the FE are offered in 350, 501 
and 600cc displacements, and we again 
opted for the 501, which is Husaberg’s 
most popular size. 

Unfortunately, Husaberg was not 














able to supply us with a brand-new unit, 
and the bike we received was also a pro- 
totype. Eric's Motorcycles, in Pasadena, 
California, did an admirable job of 
restoring the FC to like-new condition, 
but if your ‘94 501 doesn't work like 
ours, blame Husaberg - not us. 

Husabergs are best known for being 
light, a trait that their smallish motors 
allow. The Swedish company, which 
was started by several ex-Husqvarna 
engineers, built a four-stroke motor that 
has no oil pump, with the cam chain 
also handling the lubrication chores. For 
'94, the 501FC's engine boasts a shorter 
stroke (like that of the 350) and a larger 
bore (like the 600), in an effort to allow 
higher revving. Several of the gears 
were widened to increase strength, and 
in order to accommodate them the cases 
were also enlarged. New clutch plates 
were installed, and the crankcase 
breather tube was routed away from the 
airbox. On the subject of breathing, the 
Husaberg now sports a second air filter, 
which is mounted on the top of the 
frame tube, under the tank. 

The frame geometry was left alone 
for '94, but the subframe has a different 
shape. Also, the front part of the engine 
cradle has been rounded off so that the 
bike won't hang up when cased on 
jumps or whoops. Our prototype had a 
large rear fender loop to support an 
even larger rear fender, but Husaberg 
claims that future FCs will use a differ- 
ent mounting system (with no fender 
loop). The latest full-bleed WP inverted 
cartridge fork is mounted on the front, 
and a revalved Ohlins shock handles the 
rear suspension duties. Our unit had the 
same skinny pegs as last year's model, 
but again, Husaberg claims that future 
bikes will come standard with platform 
pegs. Rounding out the updates is yel- 
low paint on the frame, which takes the 
place of the old blue color. 


THE SCANDINAVIAN SCORCHER 


Unfortunately, we must start with a 
negative, as that's how we began our 
association with the Husaberg. You 
might suspect that we had trouble start- 





ing the big four-stroke. We experienced 
no such problems - provided that two 
healthy friends happened to be close by 
and wearing track shoes. Once we got the 
501 warmed up, starting became much 
easier, though still unpredictable. Cold, 
we began referring to the FC as "the ice 
"berg." When our friends finally refused 
to continue pushing us around the pits, 
we gave Husaberg a call, hoping to find a 
secret to starting the beast. They recom- 
mended kicking until the bike “farted”, 
then turning off the choke and kicking 
some more. The high lever placement on 
the left side makes it difficult, but by fol- 
lowing Husaberg’s advice, we were final- 
ly able to cold-start the 501. Still, we often 
had to kick for several minutes - inexcus- 
able for a machine that costs over six 
grand. It should be noted that we experi- 
enced no such dilemma in starting our ‘93 
test bike, and we've heard that other ‘94s 
are not so hard to start; perhaps we got a 
lemon. Husaberg says they're experi- 
menting with electric starting, but won't 
have anything ready in '94. 

When we were finally able to get the 
Husaberg thumping, the starting hassles 
were immediately forgotten (at least 
temporarily). This bike has one sweet 
motor, and not just for a four-stroke. 
Even in the open class, racing against 
500cc two-strokes, the FC is extremely 
competitive. We honestly feel that most 
riders would go faster on this bike than 
they could on a big-bore two-stroke, 
simply because they'll be able to use 
more of the motor. On a KX500, most 
mortals simply putt around the track 
using the bottom end, but the entire 
powerband can be utilized on the FC. 
Throttle response is immediate, and the 
power is extremely tractable - the type 
that translates into forward momentum. 
We found ourselves taking smooth, arc- 
ing lines through turns, but the Hus- 
aberg can also cut and thrust better than 
any thumper we've ridden. Simply put, 
the bike will make you feel like a hero. 

The Husaberg uses a very short, 
lightweight piston, which combines 
with the short-stroke crank to make a 
quick-revving engine. However, this

also causes an unnerving tendency for 
the bike to stall at lower revs. The 
engine can lug down, but not as well as 
many four-strokes, and the stalling usu- 
ally takes place after you're through 
chugging, when you crack the throttle 
back open. We learned to keep a clutch 
finger ever at the ready, which is not as 
important on some four-strokes. Com- 
pared to the ‘93 501FE we tested last 
year, this motor is definitely better for 
motocross, but it doesn't seem as well- . 
suited for gnarly off-road work. Perhaps 
the longer muffler of the FE tames it 
down a bit. The FC's exhaust note is def- 
initely loud, and it has no spark arrestor 
- not a problem for motocross, but too 
obnoxious for off-road use. 

The Husaberg's chassis is also top- 
notch, though it pales in comparison to 
the awesome motor. Seating position is 
extremely comfortable - better than 
most 250cc MXers. The bike is very 
slim, thanks in part to the sano low-boy 
fuel tank. Nearly all of the tank's 2.2 
gallons are carried low on the right side 
of the bike, and a trick pump carries the 
fuel from the petcock up to the carb. 
Eric's offers an aftermarket aluminum 
auxiliary tank, which mounts beneath 
the seat and extends fuel range. The 
front end of the bike feels a little on the 
low side, which is good; too many 
thumpers seem to have a large "dash- 
board" in front of the tank. The FC han- 
dles turns with aplomb, and tracks well 
through fast, rough terrain. We were 
able to easily throw the bike from side 
to side, thanks in part to the bike's 
extremely light weight. At a claimed 
233.2 pounds (dry), the Husaberg 
weighs less than many two-strokes, 
including Kawasaki's KDX250 (236 
pounds) and Suzuki's RMX250 (238 
pounds). The only drawback is a small- 
but-scarey amount of headshake when 
the throttle is chopped on high-speed

straights. The MX GP riders will report- 
edly run their Husaberg motors in spe- 
cial Vertamati-built chassis. 

The Husaberg's suspension does an 
adequate job of absorbing terrain, but it 
should be stiffer for motocross use. The 
enduro bike has the same settings, and 
they're probably fine for off-road, but 
heftier coils are in order for jump land- 
ings and whoop straights. In stock form, 
the FC is better suited for smooth, natur- 
al terrain courses than stadium tracks. 

Overall, the 501 is a top-notch bike, 
but there were several small details that 


bugged us. The mounting tabs on the rear 
fender broke off on our second ride, and 
the grotesque piece of plastic soon flipped 
over the rider's head and down the trail. 
Hopefully, Husaberg's new mounting 
system will be an improvement. Hus- 
aberg is the only manufacturer that still 
uses skinny fork guards; more roost and 
rock protection would be nice. The large, 
single radiator seems to do a good job of 
keeping engine temperature down; we 
never overheated, but a crash-related leak 
will leave you with no cooling capability. 
Both air filters are mounted up high and 
out of the dust, but they still seem to clog 
quickly. The brakes perform adequately 
when dry, but fade when wet, and shift- 
ing is on the notchy side. Finally, the hubs 
are rather cobby-looking. 

Not all the small details are lacking, 
however. The Husaberg comes stock with 
Renthal-type aluminum handlebars, and 
while the side panels don't feature hand 
holes, a trick port in the right panel does 
allow for easy shock adjustment. 

Did we like the Husaberg? Absolute- 
ly. Would we recommend buying one? 
You bet, but with the following preface: 
Husaberg dealers are not exactly a dime 
a dozen, so getting parts for your bike 
may require some patience and perse- 
verance. That being said, our test unit 
proved extremely reliable (with the 
exception of the rear fender), so you 
may not need that many parts. Besides, 
the company's small size is part of what 
makes it so neat to ride a Husaberg. 
When you roll your bike up to the start 
line, you can pretty much rest assured 
that you won't have an identical bike on 
either side of you. And while $6195 is 
anything but cheap, the retail price on 
the Husaberg is not as out of line as it 
once was. KTM's 620 LC4 goes for 
$5598, and the Husqvarna 610 WXC 


costs $5750 - and at $7295 the ATK 
605CCES that we test in this issue is 
even more expensive than the ‘berg. єх 
While Cycle News believes the foregoing test 
reliable, it is the opinion of the reviewers 
only and should not be relied upon in deter- 
mining the performance or safety of the vehi- 
cle(s).

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here really is nothing like spending 
3 the day play riding. Think about it 
' - no start times to worry about; no 
checks to burn; no entries to fill out or 
fees to pay; no standing in line at sign- 
ups; no ribbons to follow; and no has- 
sles. And what better type of motorcycle 
to do this on than middleweight four- 
stroke dirt bikes? Why? Because they're 
small in size, easy to start, run forever 
on a tank of gas, are generally quiet, reli- 
able, and, perhaps best of all, exhibit 
that torquey power and excellent 
tractability that so many of us have 
come to enjoy from four-strokes. Unfor- 
tunately, all of this comes at a price, and, 
for many of us, it's a price that's too 
high to overlook. We're not talking 
about dollars and cents. On the con- 
trary, this is usually another appealing

Instead, we're talking about 
horsepower, or should we say 
the lack thereof. 

Since middleweight off- 
road four-strokes are tradition- 
ally slower and much heavier 
than their two-stroke cousins, 
many off-roaders, who also 
like to compete locally or on 
the National circuit, have no 
choice but to spend. their 
money on more powerful and 
lighter two-stroke motorcycles 
in order to be competitive. 
When was the last time you 
saw anybody win a National 
enduro or hare scrambles on a 
250cc four-stroke? But for 
those who have no yearning to 
decorate their mantels with 
first-place trophies, a mid- 
dleweight four-stroke can be 
the ideal mount. 

What if you want the best 
of both worlds in one conve; 


nient package? Suppose 
you want the ultimate 
play bike that you can 
still ride competitively 
in a local enduro or 
hare scrambles, one that 
has ample horsepower 
and is light enough to 
compete head-to-head 
against the RMXs, 
KDXs and WRs of the 
world. Impossible? 
Kawasaki doesn't seem 
to think so. 

Take a look at the 
company's newest ad- 
dition to its off-road 
family - the KLX250R. A 
quick scan shows that 
not only is this motor- 
cycle - which is sched- 
uled to hit showroom 
floors soon - intended 
to be a play bike, it's 
also a serious off- 
road racing machine. It 
boasts some of the latest 
in off-road technology, 
such as water-cooling 
(via two, frame-mount- 
ed radiators), inverted 
cartridge forks, a 
perimeter frame, Elec- 
trofusion cylinder lin- 
ing, a fully adjustable, 
gas-charged, piggy-

back reservoir shock and, best of all, 
light weight. 

Introduced last year in Europe, the 
KLX250R has finally made its way to the 
U.S. and will now give Honda's 250cc 
four-stroke class leader, the XR250R, a 
good run for its money. Right off the 
bat, though, the KLX seems to shine 
over the XR in at least the motor .depart- 
ment with its all-new-from-the-ground- 
up, water-cooled and dual-cam engine 
(the XR is air-cooled and uses a single 
cam). It is debatable, however, whether 
or not water cooling is advantageous 
when it comes to four-stroke (or two- 
stroke) off-road bikes, at least when reli- 
ability is concerned. Our first outing on 
the KLX ended in a holed radiator 
resulting from a minor crash; if we had 
been competing in an enduro, our day 
most likely would've been over. Muddy 
or "eastern" enduros also might be more 
suited towards air-cooled bikes, but one 
can't deny the fact that water-cooling 
equals more power and, in most cases, 
longer-lasting engines. ‘Nuff said. 

As compared to Kawasaki's other 
250cc four-stroke off-roader, the KL250, 
the KLX250R has.a much more compact 
and lighter engine - 16.1 pounds lighter 
to be exact. The stroke has been changed 
from 58mm to 61.2mm to enhance low- 
and mid-range power, and the total 
capacity is 247cc. Electrofusion, a steel- 
molybdenum coating, is incorporated 
into the cylinder which helps reduce 
weight by eliminating the need for an 
iron liner. Electrofusion also improves 
durability, provides more efficient lubri- 
cation and dissipates heat better than 
iron liners. 

Dual cams directly actuate the 
engine's four valves, eliminating the rec- 
iprocating weight of rockers; inner 
shim-type adjusters set the lash. 

A single, instead of dual, counter- 
rotating balancer is used in the crank to 
snuff out excessive vibration, and an 
automatic compression release has been 
incorporated to ease starting. 

Providing the mixing of fuel and air 
is a single 32mm Keihin CVK semi-flat 
slide carburetor that breaths through a 
large-volume airbox. 

The engine is tucked in a box-section, 
high-tensile steel, perimeter frame, 
which allows the 15-pound (when full) 
gas tank to slide down between the rails 
for a lower center of gravity. 

A single, piggyback reservoir shock 
provides the cushion in the rear, and it's 








fully adjustable. Both compression and 
rebound damping forces feature 16-way 
adjustability, and the preload uses the 
standard "screw-type" system. The rear 
wheel travel is 11.0 inches. 

The inverted fork has 43mm inner 
tubes and 16-way compression damping 
adjustments. Front wheel travel is 11.1 
inches. The inner tubes are protected by 
heavy-duty plastic fork guards, though 
the front brake assembly is left unpro- 
tected. 

Speaking of the brakes, the KLX uses 
the same twin-piston, semi-floating, 
250mm front disc brake system found 
on the KX motocrossers, and in the back, 
a single-piston, 230mm disc is used, 
which incorporates a pad insulator for 
reduced heat buildup. 

Our test bike came fitted with Dun- 
lop K490 (front) and K695 tires, that 
wrapped around aluminum rims with 
straight-pull spokes. 

Other features inclüde a 30-watt 
halogen headlight, a resettable - by the 
lOths - tripmeter, a battery-less electrical 
system, plastic hand guards, a KX-style 
seat and a 90-day warranty. Oddly 
enough, the KLX comes with a standard 
chain, rather than a more durable O-ring 
type, and the bike doesn't have a 
reserve setting on the fuel tank's on/off 
valve. Too weird. 

Our initial ride on the KLX at one of 
our favorite off-road riding spots had us 
quickly turning around and heading 
back to the truck. “Man, is thing slow or 
what?" said one tester. A quick exami- 
nation of the bike's exhaust system 
brought our attention to the tailpipe, 
where a circular plate with a small - and 
we mean small - hole in the middle is 
attached, by two small screws, to the 
muffler's end piece. Obviously, this is 
Kawasaki's answer to the EPA's noise 
test. We removed this super-restrictive 
baffle and, "ahhh," what a difference. 
Power! Unfortunately, without the baf- 
fle, the KLX is significantly louder than 
in stock form, but it's not so loud that 
we'd consider it offensive. 

In "modified" form, the KLX changes 
from an underpowered vacuum cleaner 
to an outrageously fun motorcycle to 
ride. The engine pumps out respectable 
power that is extremely easy to manage 
and just plain fun to work with. It pulls 
well off the bottom and continues to do 
so on top. Although we haven't yet had 
the chance to compare it directly to the 
Honda XR250, the KLX seems to pull 
harder on top than the XR - but the XR 
might have the advantage down low. 
One tester felt the powerband felt a little 
"dead" around midrange. Still, the KEX 
can to be ridden off the bottom, making 
itan absolute blast on tight, twisty trails. 
Throttle response is good. 

On more wide-open trails, the KLX 
moves along pretty well, thanks to its 
high-revving engine. Kawasaki says the 
KLX revs out at 10,500 rpm, at which 
point the overrev limiter goes to work 
by cutting the spark intermittently, pre- 
venting damage to the engine. Kawasaki 
claims the KLX delivers a maximum 
30.5 horsepower at 8500 rpm. 

The KLX isn't what we would call a 
fast bike, especially compared to its two- 

‘stroke adversaries, which, in the real 
world, includes MXers-turned-off-road 
bikes as well as slightly modified pro- 
duction off-road bikes. 

Despite the fact the KLX gives a lot 
away to the “two-strokes” in terms of 
downright wheel-to-the-dirt power, 
that doesn’t necessarily mean it can’t 
beat them at their own game, just as 
long as the terrain is tight and gnarly. 
The uglier the trail, the more the KLX 

‚ shines. We spent a fair amount of time 

on narrow, muddy and slow-going 








trails on the KLX and loved every 
minute of it. The smooth, tractable 
power and low center of gravity make 
the KLX easy and fun to ride on sloppy 
ground. The engine isn't prone to 
stalling - there's nothing worse than 
having to constantly restart your bike 
when the going gets tough - but if you 
do happen to stall the KLX's engine, it's 
not the end of the world since it is fair- 
ly easy to start. Little strength is needed 
on the kick starter lever to kick it 
through, and it usually fires on the first 
or second try. Only after a crash was the 
KLX a little reluctant to re-fire. 

The KLX feels a little out of place on 
higher-speed trails, especially on long, 
gradual climbs. Here, we always wished 
for more power, but...what the heck, 
there was no checkered flag at the end 
of the trail. If there was an awaiting flag, 
we wouldn't have been the first ones to 
see it. 

The KLX is a rather small motorcycle, 
which can be very advantageous on 
low-speed and technical trails. It's com- 
pact size and exceptional steering char- 
acteristics makes it easy to maneuver 
over small drop-offs, up steep (but 
short) climbs, through narrow and deep 
ruts, in mud, and around tight corners. 
There isn't much that Mother Nature 
can throw at it, or obstacles that enduro 
clubs can sneak in, that the KLX can't 
handle. Just stay away from the high- 
speed stuff and you'll be okay. 

The KLX feels exceptionally light on 
the trail. After some research we discov- 
ered that, to our surprise, the KLX is, in 
fact, the lightest Japanese-built bike in 
its class, and that includes all the “two- 
strokes." For example, an RMX with a 
full tank of gas, coolant and oil, weighs 
in right around 255 pounds; the KLX, on 
the other hand, tips the scales at 247.6 
pounds. Compared to the XR250? No 
contest - the KLX weighs approximately 
20 pounds less than the XR! 

We weren't disappointed with the 
KLX's suspension one bit. We all 
agreed, however, that in stock condi- 
tion, the KLX is set up a little on the soft 
side for anybody over 160 pounds. 
Luckily, this problem can be easily

remedied by installing stiffer springs at 
both ends, or by simply adjusting the 
preload settings, depending on the 
rider's weight. Otherwise, the KLX felt 
very stable over whoops and rough ter- 
rain. With minor personal adjustments, 
the suspension is enduro-ready right 
out of the crate. 

Comfort is another strong point. The 
KLX fits the rider like a well-used glove, 
though some of us felt that the seat was 
too soft. Overall; the bike definitely feels 
small, but not too cramped. 

As you can probably tell, we liked 
the KLX250R a lot. It is, perhaps, the 
ultimate play bike, due mostly to its 
ultra-smooth powerband, mellow but 
sufficient hit, "cushy" suspension, over- 
all small size, relatively light weight and 
its four-stroke torque. As for competing 
on it, we wouldn't hesitate...well, 
depending on the event. If we knew the 
trail was going to be ugly - tight and 
muddy, you know, a survival run - the 
KLX would be an ideal choice, but we'd 
probably opt for something else with 
more power for a faster, more wide- 
open competition. However, a few 
minor modifications could change all 
that; the motor appears to have plenty 
of potential. 

Horsepower or not, if you like 
play/trail riding and taking in the occa- 
sional local enduro or hare scrambles, 
this bike is for you. But you might want 
to act quickly, because we predict that 
Kawasaki is going to sell a ton of these 
beauties really fast.

response. Its new clutch makes for machine 
gun shifting. And a new exhaust pipe boosts 
the low-end power.

6 
odney Smith powered his factory- 
| backed Suzuki RMX250 to a con- 
< vincing win at the second round of 
the AMA National Championship Hare 
Scrambles Championship held at Hollis- 
ter Hills' OHV Park in northern Califor- 


na. 

"It was a great day," said Smith after 
winning by approximately two minutes 
on the 17-mile-lap course in front of the 
defending National Hare Scrambles 


Champion, Team Honda's Scott Sum- 
mers. 

"I caught up enough to see him one 
time," Summers said, "but it was Rod- 
ney's day. I didn't want too push it too 
much with so many races and such a 
long season ahead of us." 

Ron Naylor and his new ATK 604 ran 
third for three laps until AMA District 
36 Cross Country Champion Eric Mash- 
bir caught and passed him late in the 
race. 

"I saw him (Naylor) on an uphill and 
pushed hard to get him," Mashbir said. 
"And then he stayed right with me to 

the checkers." 

In fact, it was the 
first time back for Nay- 
lor in over a year and 
only his first ride on 
the new ATK four- 
stroke, but he vowed 
to be properly pre- 
pared by the Shasta 
Dam National, April 
10. Naylor ended up 
fourth at Hollister by a 
mere bikelength be- 
hind Mashbir. 

Last year's ISDE 
Junior Vase team 
member Pat Garrahan 
rode his Honda CR125 
to a fifth place finish 
after leading for nearly 
half of the first lap 
over KX125-mounted 
Team Mirage rider 
Tom Norton. Jason 
Dahners was seventh 
over Brian Garrahan 
with Open A moto- 
crosser Dan Reger fin- 
ishing ninth in front of 
Joe Bruce. 

“Thad to stop every 
lap," said the Dublin 
Kawasaki/Suzuki/ 
Honda-backed Bruce. 
“Tt (the bike) was los- 
ing liquid and the tank 
was too small." 

Bruce ran fourth on 
the first lap just behind 
Naylor, held seventh 
for the next two laps, 
and then slipped to 
10th in the overall 
standings after getting 
off course. ISDE Veter- 
an Phil Douglas fin- 

ished 11th overall. 

Coming off the second row and rid- 
ing in the 250cc A class, Eric Pucelik 
was 12th overall and first in the 125cc A 
class, while Best in the Desert and AA 
rider Bryan Folks finished 14th just 
behind Husaberg-mounted Curt 
Wilcox. 

Al Cassaro finished second in the 
250cc A class after being run over by 
Veteran rider Johnny Mason. 

“I was right behind Al (Cassaro) 
when he bailed and there was nothing I 
could do," Mason said. "I ran right over 
the top of him. Mason stopped to make 
sure Cassaro was okay, then continued 
on. 

Grant Palenske had signed up to ride 
the Vet class but opted for the AA class, 
and the Yamaha-mounted Palenske fin- 
ished 17th overall.

cialist/Pro Taper/Bel Ray /Unifilter/ 
Smith Goggles/Power Bar/Motion 
Pro/Devol Racing-sponsored Smith was 
concerned about the track and the 
weather conditions before the race. On 
Saturday afternoon, Smith even fitted a 
larger tank to his Suzuki, but when 
expert hare scrambler John Tavis made 
the flying lap to check the time and 
found it was just under 49 minutes, 
Suzuki's Mark Hyde and Smith made 
the decision to keep the regular tank on 
and ride for two laps before fueling up. 
Smith's timing was right on as he posted 
laps of 42:14; 40:54, and 40:36, respec- 
tively, during the race, which ran just 
about 15 minutes short of a full three 
hours. 

Summers, on the American Honda 
Motor Co., Inc./Hondaline Oils & 
Chemicals/Oakley /Power Bar/Wiseco/ 
Alpinestars/Specialized / Throttle Jock- 
ey/Metzeler/White Brothers /Tsuba- 
ki/Camelbak/ Arai/ Answer Products- 
backed Honda XR600, timed in on the 
first lap at 42:40 and was just over two 
minutes behind Smith at the finish. 

Mashbir was next across the line after 
the tight battle with Naylor. 

“Т just really had a great time," said 
the Husqvarna/Cagiva North America/ 
BTF Motors/Arai/Golden Spectro/Pro 
Circuit/ MSR/Smith/Sprocket Special- 
ist/Metzeler/Best Western Thunderbird 
Motels/ Advanced Machine Tools/ 
Chuck's Marine/The Parts House/Hay- 
ward Honda/Suzuki-backed Mashbir. 
"The course was very well done, the 
best of any of the course we ride here, 
and the new section was really sweet." 

Charles Halcomb, the newly con- 
tracted American Honda rider who was 
competing in the Four-Stroke A class on 
a trick-looking XR600, said, "I didn't 
have a good start from the third row"; I 
was about 15th down the hill. Just about 
the time I was catching some of the kids, 
one rider bailed and the bike landed 
right on him, so I stopped and got him 
going in the right direction. Then the 
next row was coming." 

Halcomb was 30th after the first lap 
but was back up to 16th by the end of 
the second go around, just behind Puce- 
lik. 

Halcomb later developed brake prob- 
lems and then had barbed wire get 
wrapped up in his rear wheel. All this 
dropped him back to 34th at the finish. 

“I guess it was not meant to be my 
day," said Halcomb. 

Noticeably absent from the P&J Pro- 
motions race were five-time AMA 
National Enduro Champion Randy 
Hawkins and last year's enduro series 
runner-up Steve Hatch. Both riders had 
planned to ride the National Hare 
Scrambles, but Hawkins was still dialing 
in his bike and opted to stay home to 
prepare for the opening round of the 
National Enduro Series in Arizona next 
week. Hatch, on the other hand, elected 
not to take a chance on catching another 
case of poison oak, which had kept him 
off the bike for a week after the Cow 
Puncher Hare Scrambles in December. «v

Gaddis Goes Three for four

LINCOLN, NE, FEB. 45 
or Team Green/Hot Wheels star 
Jimmy Gaddis, round six of the 
‚ AMA/ProLite National Arenacross 
Series was much like the other are- 
nacross events he has attended this sea- 
son - successful. Gaddis piloted his 
Kawasakis to victory in three of the four 
weekend main events, tightening up the 
series points championship. 

Texan Billy Whitley was the only 
rider able to interrupt Gaddis’ prairie 
pillage, as Whitley powered his TUF/ 
J&M Racing/Smith/Renthal Honda to 
victory in Friday evening's 250cc main 
event over a hard-charging Gaddis. 

For 1993 Arenacross champion 

Goodman, the weekend in the 
Cornhusker state was a forgettable one. 
Goodman failed to qualify for Friday 
night's 125cc main and could muster 
only a fifth in the 250cc final. Saturday 
night was only marginally better, as he 
copped second place in the 125cc main, 
but could manage only a seventh in 
250cc action. 

It had been 15 years since AMA-sanc- 
tioned racing had been seen in Nebras- 
ka, but judging from the response of the 
8000-plus fans over the two nights, it 
likely won’t be that long before it 
returns. 





FRIDAY 

"Im just going to take it easy 
tonight,” said Whitley, who was back in 
action for the first time since injuring his 
ribs and sternum at round five in Okla- 
homa. Whitley relaxed for about one 
lap, before taking the lead and subse- 
quent win in the second of the 125cc 





qualifying heats. Whitley’s traveling 
partner and fellow Texan, Terry Tinney, 
was an easy winner in the first heat. 

The third heat should have belonged 
to Nebraska’s own Denny Stephenson, 
who was on hand for Friday night only, 
‘before flying out the next morning for 
round four of the Camel Supercross 
Series in San Diego. Unfortunately, the 
Suzuki rider caught an unscheduled 
flight - this one into the hay bales after 
getting out of control in a series of 
whoops. Stephenson injured his hand 
and was done for the evening. DGY’s 
Chad Pederson inherited the win, but 
made a mental error when he let up and 
slowed slightly on the final lap - the 
winner of the fastest heat gets first 
choice on the starting line of the main 
event. Heat four belonged to Gaddis as 
he slipped past Craig Noack and Roy 
Schellenberger. 

It was Gaddis on the pole in the main 
event, but Swiss champion Phillipe 
Dupasquier was first into turn one 
aboard his Yamaha  Swiss/ 
Oxbow/Mobil YZ125, followed by 
Noack, Pederson, Tinney and Okla- 
homan Trey Owens on his Scoobs/ 
O'Neal Yamaha. 

On lap two, Gaddis bumped 
Dupasquier as the two squared off on a 
tight corner heading into the monster 
double jump. 

^We have to be aggressive here in the 
States," Gaddis said. 

Dupasquier, who was still nursing a 
broken bone in his hand, was unable to 
challenge and fell shortly afterward. 
Pederson also crashed and dropped 
back in the pack. 

"Some guy messed up in a rut and 
screwed me up, too," Pederson said. 





Tinney began pressuring Noack, 
while behind them Whitley was making 
a charge to the front. On lap 15, Noack 
cased it while landing off the double 
jump. Tinney was held up momentarily, 
allowing Whitley and Pederson to slip 


past. 

Up front, Gaddis was pulling away, 
adding one second to his advantage 
each go-round; he began lapping back 
markers by lap seven. Gaddis took the 
easy win over Whitley, Pederson, Tin- 
ney and Noack. 

“T hate to tell anybody they aren't 
good enough, but some guys shouldn't 
be out there," Gaddis said. 

Both Tinney and Whitley continued 
their heat-race win streaks in 250cc 
action. Jamie Bennett and his Cedar 
Rapids' Honda trailed Whitley across 
the line for second in his heat, while 
Tracy Bachman took his BAK Suzuki to 
the runner-up spot behind Tinney. 

Pederson was the winner in heat 
three, but heat four may have contained 
the most significant tussle of the 
evening, as Goodman and Gaddis col- 
lided in a wide sweeping turn with just 
two laps to go. They had been running 
1-2, but the crash would send them both 
to the semis. Owens and Merto Suzuki's 
Chad Clenden took the direct transfers 
to the main. 

With both Gaddis and Goodman 
starting from the back row in the main, 
Whitley snared the holeshot at the start 
and quickly built a cushion over Tinney. 
Gaddis had moved into second by lap 
four, and by lap eight had whittled 
Whitley's lead down to one second. The 
two riders then began encountering 
lapped traffic, and a series of crashes 
and near misses by other riders held 





Gaddis back. Gaddis made a last-corner 
dive underneath Whitley and the two 
bumped, but it was Whitley holding on 
for the win followed by Gaddis, Peder- 
son, Tinney and Goodman. 


SATURDAY 


Saturday night's 125cc action saw 
Gaddis nail the main event holeshot 
with Dupasquier, Kawasaki-mounted 
Shawn Morgan and Goodman in tow. 

Gaddis began pulling away at the 
rate of about one second per lap, while 
Dupasquier and Morgan held off a 
charging Goodman for 11 laps. 
Dupasquier fell again, and Goodman 
finally slipped past Morgan for second 
on lap 12. By that time, Gaddis had built 
a 12-second cushion and Goodman 
would have to settle for second, his best 
finish of the weekend. Pederson and 
Tinney put on impressive charges from 
poor starts to wrap up the top five 
behind Morgan. 

In 250cc action it was Schellenberger 
leading the pack into the first turn of the 
main event. The Team Green rider then 
went wide, giving Whitley and Gaddis 
the green light to go underneath. 
Owens, Mark Morris and Doug Stone 
followed. Gaddis wasted little time in 
disposing of Whitley, slipping past his 
friend on lap two as they exited the cor- 
ner heading for the double jump. 

J thought that was kind of a dirty 
move" Whitley jokingly said later. 

"It was a little tight," Gaddis said. 
"But it could've been worse!" 

By lap four, Gaddis had established a 
four-second lead over Whitley while 
Schellenberger was trying to keep 
Owens and Stone at bay. Tinney had his 
hands full as he attempted to hold down 
sixth over Pederson and a high-flying 
Goodman. Every lap, Goodman was 
clearing a set of triple jumps that only a 
few riders had attempted throughout 
the weekend. As the race wound down, 
however, lapped traffic would keep any 
of the faster riders from moving up. 

At the conclusion of the 20-lap main, 
it was Gaddis over Whitley, who kept 
the margin close as he wrapped up a 
successful weekend which put him back 
into the battle for the championship. 
Stone netted third despite being forced 
to start from the second row. 

"I wanted to prove my other good 
rides this year were no fluke," Stone 
said. "I made a couple of good passes 
and I'm happy to be here." 

A tangle near the end of the race 
would drop Pederson and Tinney back 
toward the bottom ten. Goodman netted 
only seventh behind Owens, Schellen- 
berger and Morgan. 

Pee Wee Stock racing was a one-boy 
show for Bradley Ripple on his Buck's 
Racing Y-Zinger. Local hero Colton 
McLain netted two seconds over the

PRODUCT EVALUATION 


SMITH VIOLATOR GOGGLES 


ike them or not, one aspect of Smith's 
L new Violator goggles can't be denied 

- they sure are different. When they 
designed the Violators, Smith wanted to 
start with a clean slate, as a quick glance 
at the product will reveal. Our test riders" 
impressions of the goggles' appearance 
were mixed, but we were more con- 
cerned with how it functioned. 

Our favorite feature of the Violators is 
the ease with which lenses can be 
installed and removed. A hard plastic 
strip holds the lens at the top, and pops 
off by pressing two buttons. Lenses can 
be switched in seconds, which means 
that finally, just one pair of goggles 
(along with several lenses) will have you 
ready for any situation. Not only that, 
but now Roll-offs mount to the frame - 
not the lens - so you won't need a set of 
cannisters for every lens. 

Another nice touch is the Violators’ 
removable goggle foam. Two densities of 
foam are included with each goggle, 
though we never saw the need to use the 
dense foam. When conditions are cold 
and wet, many riders completely remove 
the foam to avoid fogging. With the Vio- 
lator, you can put the foam back on when 
conditions improve. 

Speaking of fogging, Violators are the 
first goggles to breathe through the front 
of the frame, as opposed to the bottom. 
This is so that air can enter the eye cham- 
ber more easily, keeping fogging to a 
minimum. Still, a tester who wears glass- 
es managed to fog the Violators. In the 
past, we were big fans of Smith's dual- 
paned lenses, but they don't yet make 
such a lens for the Violators. 

The Violators are on the large side, 
and we've heard complaints that they 
don't fit flush against the face. We 
haven't found that to be a problem, as 
long as special care is taken when 
putting the goggles on. Don't just slap 
them on your face, as you might be 
accustomed to doing; instead, work the 
goggles into your helmet opening and 
press the foam against your face. This is 
not always convenient - when swapping 
goggles at a pit, for instance - but when 
installed correctly, the Violators fit better 
and stay put better than traditional gog- 
gles. One plus with the larger size is that 
Violators fit over some eyeglasses. Some 
riders with small noses claim that Viola- 
tors tend to slide down their face, but 
those with normal beaks should have no 
such problem. 

Part of the reason for the Violators’ 
ample size is its integrated nose guard. 
Rather than sell the guard as an option, 
Smith chose to incorporate it into the 
goggles’ design, to keep the overall price 
down. Those who don't like the guard 
can trim it off with a razor. 

Overall, we were impressed with the 
Violators, and have come to prefer them 
to standard goggles. At $49.95 ($69.95 for 
the racer-pack, which includes pre- 
mounted Roll-offs), Violators aren't 
cheap, but the ease with which lenses can 
be switched means you'll only need to 
buy one pair of goggles, so you'll save 
money in the long run.

Champion Danny Hamel aced the 
Unclassified race to lead off the event, 
but there would be no Kawasaki sweep 
this weekend. KTM's Greg Zitterkopf 
surprised many, not the least of whom 
were on KXs, by showing up on the start- 
ing line for the Vet race which he won 
handily. It marked the first time he'd rid- 
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den that age group division; he also took 
a new 620 LC4 R/XC dual purpose 
machine to victory in the Dual Sport race. 
A reported 1200 entries were filled out 
before the competitors took to the 10- 
mile course which started westbound on 
Bartlett Avenue then hooked into the 
desert for about nine miles of fast, flat-

but-extremely-choppy terrain. Some of it 
had been bulldozed, but a light shower 
the night before and drizzles on Saturday 
morning ensured lots of square-edged 
holes where least desired; dust was not a 
problem, though. "For me, out in the 
back at least, it seemed like a motocross," 
Hamel said. “It was fast and сһорру.- 
not like last year when it was all big sand 
whoops - the kind of stuff I’m good at.” 

After winning the Unclassified race 
for the second year in a row, getting sec- 
ond in the 250s and third in the Open 
class, Hamel was happy to be "...just 
walking away in good shape." 

By far the most popular portion of the 
course for both riders and spectators was 
the motocross track constructed primari- 
ly for the convenience and enjoyment of 
spectators in town. It included the ever- 
popular water jump (with an alternate 
line around it through whoops) and the 
always-spectacular triple jump that only 
the most confident or misguidedly over- 
confident even attempted. 

Davis and Roeseler provided some of 
the best racing of the weekend. On Sat- 
urday, the pair hooked up in the 175cc 
race on their KX125s (Davis on the same 
bike he raced to 13th at the Anaheim 
Supercross a week before). A back-and- 
forth battle ensued, but in the end Davis 
spent a little more time on the ground 
than "LR," and the 36-year-old hero 
aced his younger teammate out of the 
win. They had a comfortable margin 





over John Braasch. The action - and 
results - were much the same in Sun- 
day's Open race, with Roeseler the win- 
ner over Davis and Hamel. 

However, when it came to the run for 
cash - Saturday's Pro race with its $4000 
purse - no one touched Davis. Zitterkopf 
jumped to second and stayed there; 
rounding out the top five, unofficially, 
were Roeseler, Rex Staten and Hamel. 

Davis warmed up on Sunday by bat- 
tling with Roeseler for the 250cc lead, 
but that skirmish ended when Roeseler 
ran out of gas on the last lap. Davis safe- 
ly cruised to the win with Hamel in the 
runner-up spot. 

Upset of the weekend went to Zit- 
terkopf in the Vet Expert race. No one 
believed he was 30 years old. “On the 
line everybody came up to me and said 
"You're not 30!” he said with a smile. 
"In case anyone protests I've got my 
birth certificate with me." 

Zitterkopf had no trouble winning 
that one over Staten. Roeseler and 
Honda's Chuck Miller engaged in a bat- 
tle of the four-strokes for third. 

"It was like old times!" Miller 
exclaimed afterward. Miller took third 
for good when Roeseler stalled his KLX, 
and ended up fifth behind KTM's Scot 
Harden. є

Kieffer takes off at 
Firebird Road Race opener

CHANDLER, AZ, JAN. 29-30 

Big grids marked the season-opening AMA/ 
CCS Southwest Region road races at Firebird 
International Raceway, with Dale Kieffer domi- 
nating the popular Supersport classes on a 
Honda CBR600F2. While many of the racers 
used the weekend to get back into competitive 
shape, Kieffer seemed to already be there. 

Regional champ Stu Morrison defeated Kief- 
fer in tight racing during the early Sunday 
sprints, but Morrison crashed hard in the chi- 
cane when his bike missed a downshift during 
the Heavyweight Supersport race. After that, 
Kieffer easily took the checkered flag. He then 
won the Middleweight Supersport class by a 
wide margin, with rookie expert Marcus Hub- 
bard on a ‘92 GSXR600 finishing second. 

Mark Foster and Kieffer pulled away from 22 
other riders in the Unlimited GP. Before the 
halfway point of the 18-lap race, they led by a gap 
of more than 10 seconds. TZ250-mounted Foster 
then put his head down and left Kieffer behind, 
taking the $250 first-place purse. John Hilton rode 
a fully tricked RC30 to third. The Unlimited GP, 
which is sometimes a scene for major crashes, 
ended safely despite the large turnout. 

Bill Borselli rode to his first expert victory in. 
the Lightweight GP on a 1988 TZ250. The Desert 
Cycle-sponsored rider was gridded in the third of 
three expert rows, and spent several laps working 
his way around second place FZR400-mounted 
Craig Arcuri. Borselli took over the lead from Joe 
Shelton after an inside pass around the tower 
turn, holding first place for the rest of the race. 
Later in the day, Borselli's bike developed some 
problems which slowed him down. 

"One of the cylinders started coming apart 
pretty bad," Borselli said. "When I took out the 
spark plug, there was aluminum all over it - and 
the bike wouldn't go into sixth gear on the 
Straight." 

Amateurs comprised about half of the 
turnout in many classes over the weekend. Mar- 
tin Eden was one of those who made a strong 
showing for the event. Eden was the winning 
amateur in six of the seven classes he entered, 
and took a top ten overall finish in all events 
except Middleweight Superbike and Solo GTU.

Chris Rogers was arguably the top mini 
rider of thé day. Rogers smoked to a pair of 
undisputed moto victories in the 60cc Novice 
class, topping both Daton Beavers and David 
Sullins. Rogers backed up his win in the 60cc 
race with a hard-earned second place finish in 
the 80cc Beginner race behind double-moto win- 
ner Brad Langston.

A record 405 riders converged on the Oregon

This made it all 
too easy for Walters to nab the win, which also 
earned him the overall. Bell grabbed second, and 
fourth overall, finishing ahead of Olsen, who 
was second overall with 1-1 showings. Beyer 
and Friesen were third and fifth overall, respec- 
tively.

short, the nights cold and the thrills of last 
season recede before those of the next 
come into view. 

Yet a feeling of gloom about the pre- 
mier class of Grand Prix racing is very hard 
to shake off, in spite of outward evidence 
of its much-improved general health since 
the IRTA /Ecclestone/Dorna takeover. 

The summit of two-wheel sport begins 
1994 exposed and precarious on a lonely 
pinnacle, from which time and circum- 
Stances have stripped a number of sup- 
porting buttresses. This is the result of a 
series of blows during 1993, ranging from 
the withdrawal of major sponsor Roth- 
mans to superstar Wayne Rainey’s crip- 
pling crash. Rainey of course is irreplace- 
able; meanwhile we still await news that 
Honda has found a worthwhile replace- 
ment. 

There were many other things besides, 
including the worrying arms-length with- 
drawal by F1 mogul Bernie Ecclestone, 
who sold his interest to his partner Dorna 
(the Spanish TV concern) after only one 
season with the sport. Then came a fresh 
shock - the cancellation of the 
domestic, but high-level, All-Japan 500cc 
class, to be replaced at once by the now 
ubiquitous street-bike-based superbike 
class. 

The killing off of Grand Prix 500s at 
home in Japan could prove a crippling 
blow to the very existence of the top class 
of motorcycle. It was not only unexpected, 
but also curiously timed. (To further the 
inscrutability of the decision, the Japanese 
federation has suggested they may bring 
back the 500s in 1996). And though it came 
after a year with as few as nine riders in 
some races (the entire championship hang- 
ing completely on the support of the facto- 
ries), the All-Japan class was already close 
to grasping the same lifeline that had 
restored numbers to the GP grids, with 
Yamaha sub-contractor Roc all geared up 
to provide privateer bikes to swell the 
midfield ranks. 

Instead, the feisty V-four 500s - mastery 
of which is racing's ultimate challenge - 
now exist for GPs only, while the top 
national Japanese riders fall in line with 
the rest of the world on superbikes. There 
is no longer any training ground where 
would-be masters can learn the art. 

Given all that has gone before, this 
appears to be like another nail in the coffin 
of the 500 class. Even looking on the bright 
side, it puts World Championship racing 
firmly at the crossroads. And it yet again 
poses the recurring question: Do the pure- 
bred 500cc GP machines - the apotheosis 
of high-performance motorcycle engineer- 
ing - belong in a real world where four- 
strokes are entirely dominant?

The question has many answers. Yes. 
No. Yes. No. Yes and No again and again. 
It all depends on who is asking, and why. 
Political machinations aside, the only 
replies that matter are those of the three 
Japanese and one European manufacturer 
who currently support the 500cc class. The 
Japanese group - Honda, Yamaha and 
Suzuki - formerly had the well-publicized 
All-Japan series, but now hand-build their 
state-of-the-art masterpieces only for GPs. 
Even within a factory, the answers are var- 
ied. 

From the point of view of pure engine 
research, the answer is a qualified yes. But 
this would only be really true if there were 
no restrictive technical rules at all. Instead, 
a very rigid framework has dictated the 
engine design of the moment. Limits on 
cubic capacity and number of cylinders 
and gears, and a ban on any form of forced 
induction, have put the ball firmly in the 
court of the V-four two-stroke, as clearly 
shown back in the '70s by Honda's brave 
but badly beaten four-stroke oval-piston 
NSR. This has given the participating fac- 
tories a stranglehold on a very narrow 
aspect of engine technology: the high-per- 
formance two-stroke, an engine type that 
has long since fallen from favor in any 
other automotive area. On the road, in 
every class of vehicle this side of road- 
trains, the uppermost performance levels 
are the exclusive preserve of four-strokes. 

However, something important hap- 
pened in 1993. Honda added to the pack- 
age the first worthwhile electronic fuel 
injection system. The other factories will 
surely follow suit, particularly in a bid to 
restore power lost in complying with the 
new 1994 low-lead fuel regulations. Thus 
Honda, in particular, and motorcycle firms 
in general, will become the repository of 
all knowledge in an area that has suddenly 
become relevant again. There are strong 
signs that the two-stroke engine is about to 
make a major comeback on four wheels, in 
a relatively low-performance, fuel-injected 
form. If the bike industry already knows 
the way to unlock higher performance, 
then it will be in a position to score a major 
engineering coup. 

This may be the saving grace of the cur- 
rent generation of superfast two-strokers. 
But it may have come too late to secure 
their racing future. Consider the position 
of the factories. While a big chief with a 
bent for racing as a promotional and inspi- 
rational tool (Soichiro Honda, founder of 
an empire, was one) might support the 
continued existence of these otherwise 
totally irrelevant vehicles, the company 
accountant may come to a different con- 
clusion. He has to balance the books, and 
to offset assets and liabilities: to measure 
the sheer cost of the racing effort against 
what might be achieved by funding more 
free-form research; to weigh up the risks of 
publicity on race results against advertis- 





ing and other more predictable ways of 
spending promotional budgets; to gauge 
the value of uncertain TV air time and the 
prestige of a possible World Champi- 
onship win against the huge expense of 
mounting the attack. These are elements of 
a complex equation that must always be 
finely balanced, and thus can, by defini- 
tion, slip one way or the other with only a 
small amount of outside interference. 

So far, the factories have found the 
equation tipping towards the affirmative 
side, with one notable exception. Kawasa- 
ki has long held that a GP 500 is too differ- 
ent from their road bikes to be of any 
value (this decision came in the 1970s after 
a failed attempt at competing head-on). 
The others have all felt it worthwhile to 
continue, but the decision has been mar- 
ginal in the case of Yamaha, and even 
more so for Cagiva. 

The other aspect is entirely political, 
where the 500 class has for several years 
been a point of conflict, a prime target, and 
a pawn in the game. Indeed, the attempt by 
FIM's road-race commission boss Jo Zeg- 
waard to finish off the two-strokes (to be 
replaced by 600cc four-strokes) in 1989 was 
a significant trigger to the IRTA /Eccle- 
stone/Dorna takeover of racing from the 
FIM at the end of 1991. Zegwaard has since 
been discredited and dismissed (over a 
financial scandal concerning World Super- 
bikes), but the hi-jack faction's enmity with 
the FIM has hardly abated, and the World 
Championship founders have been 
reduced to little more than a figurehead 
role within the new series. 

It is hardly surprising that the FIM, 
through its national federations, has pro- 
ceeded to drop the 500 class from National 
Championships here, there and every- 
where, with the All-Japan series merely 
the last remaining victim; also from the 
European championships, hitherto a prov- 
ing ground for would-be GP riders. In this, 
the FIM bosses can innocently declare that 
they are merely following the lead set by 
the AMA, and making racing cheaper and 
more accessible. But who can say for sure 
that there is not a desire for revenge as 
well. The result is now the complete isola- 
tion of the 500 GP bikes, and the present 
worries about their future. 

In the short term, the immediate state 
of the 500cc grid, even with the hole left by 
the loss of Rainey, is very healthy. User- 
friendly big-bang engine power combined 
with improving tire technology has 
opened the door to a new generation of 
riders who have graduated to 500s via the 
250 class - not a good route in recent years, 
when a dirt-track style was better suited to 
wheelspinning beast-bikes with narrow 
power bands and tires that wouldn't last 
the race. Meanwhile, Cagiva has finally 
pulled off its first dry weather race win in 
more than a decade of trying to beat the 
Japanese at their own game. 











The privateer level has seldom been 
better, with a strong group of Roc and 
Harris-equipped riders who can earn 
enough through the new prize-money 
structure to make a season pay, given rea- 
sonable luck. Grids are full; the racing is 
excellent. But all this amounts to nothing if 
the supply of bikes dries up. The 500 class 
has never been so much alone, and 
whether it can remain so for much longer 
is the burning question of the hour. 

This leads to another question that may 
be even harder to answer: With what shall 
the 500 GP bikes be replaced? Superbikes 
is the obvious answer - but these fail on 
several counts. Firstly, on expense - a four- 
stroke engine is much more complex than 
a two-stroke, with many times more mov- 
ing parts. Economies of scale can help in 
the construction of road bikes, and thence 
for racers based on them. But let the tech- 
nology move only a little further from its 
road-bike origins, and closer to creating 
works specials and things rapidly become 
much more expensive - likewise in terms 
of service life. Tuned to GP levels, as HRC 
bosses told me in discussions during 1993, 
they would expect to run two or three 
engine replacements at each meeting. The 
rebuilds in between would consume ser- 
vice parts and highly skilled manpower in 
a way quite unknown to operatives of 
two-strokes, demanding a greater, rather 
than lesser, financial commitment from the 
factories, and re-opening the gap between 
privateers and works teams. 

A second problem is simply perfor- 
mance. A scan of lap times at comparable 
tracks during 1993 shows that a superbike 
is closer to a 250 than a 500. At Misano, the 
superbike lap record was fractionally 
faster than that of the 250s - 95.027 mph 
against 94.820, with the 500s running at 
96.321. Similar figures were obtained at 
Assen (Superbike/250/500: 107.604mph/ 
106.586mph/110.519), while at Brno and 
Donington Park the 250s were actually 
quicker than the 750cc four-strokes. It, 
would clearly be ludicrous to have the so- 
called top class of racing going slower 
than the 250 juniors. Then again, the 250s 
were coming very close to the 500 lap 
times at some of '93's twistier tracks, like 
Jerez. At high-speed circuits like Hocken- 
heim and Salzburg, though, there's still 
nothing on two wheels that can touch a V- 
four 500. 

In 1994, the arrival of a direct challenge| 
to the four-cylinder 500s comes from with- 
in racing, in the form of Loris Reggiani's 
V-twin 400cc Aprilia. Perhaps in this way 
evolution will supply the final answer,
